[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LARISSA, May 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The Greek fleet has left Volo, but 
the French, Italian and British guard- 
ships remain. The town is quiet, and 
has been occupied by the Turkish 
troops. A number of the latter have 
taken up positions on the surrounding 
heights. The bulk of the Gitoman 
army, howevre, has been withdrawn, 
and is marching in another-direction. 

Quantities of arms, ammunition and 
a number of ambulances were cap- 
tured by the Turks at Volo. All the 
heights commanding Pharsala are now 
occupied by the Turks. 

Edhem Pasha, the Turkish comman- 
der, all of his generals and a number 
of officers of lower rank have been 
decorated and many of the Turkish 
officers have been promoted.

THE ROUT AT KAMARITA. 


Greeks Driven from Town and a 
Church on the Heights. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 10.—[By 
Atlantic Cable.]. The Turkish com- 
mander at Janina telegraphs that the 
Greek forces at Kamarito have been 
routed wy three battalions of Turkish 
troops, who occupied Kamarita. Later 
the Greeks gather in a church on the 
heights above the village, fired on the 
Turks, who eventually took the church 
by assault, killing many Greeks and 
capturing many prisoners. The _ re- 
mainder of the Greeks retired to the 
bridge of Argus Georgio, where they 
made a determined stand, but were 
finally routed by the Turks. 

DRAFTED A NOTE. 

ATHENS, May 10.—4:30 p.m—It is 
stated that the government drafted a 
note to the powers requesting media- 
tion. 

WITHDRAWN FROM CRETS. 


NEW YORK, May 10.—A Journal 
dispatch from Athens announces that 
Prime Minister Ralli says the Greek 
troops will be withdrawn from Crete. 

“The government having need of all 
the troops possible,” he said, “has de- 
cided on gradually withdrawing our 
army from Crete. This would also 


“facilitate arrangements with the great | 


| powers, which have been unofficially 


indicated. Greece has notified the for- 
eign misters of her intention to with- 
draw from Crete, and has demanded 
admission of Greek ships within the 
blockade for this purpose. 

“Greece now awaits the formal offer 
of the great powers to make proposals 
of peace between her and Turkey, if 
they please, but will not ask for it. 
An official note from the powers will: 
probably be presented at once, and all 
depends on its terms. The report in 
the papers of an armistice ts not true, 
but an armistice will probably be 
agreed upon if peace negotiations are 
opened.”’ 

SNUBBING THE PRINCE. 

ATHENS, May ll, 1 a.m.—On learn- 
ing that the Crown Prince had ap- 
pointed his dismissed chief of staff, 
Col. Sapoundzaki, and his aide de 
camp, Capt. Hadjipetro, to the com- 
mand of .an artillery regiment, the 
government recalled both officers to 
Athens, and ordered them to return 
immediately. 

MODEST AS HOGS. 

VIENNA, May 10.—It is reported that 
Turkey's terms of peace with Greece 
include payment of an indemnity of 
$15,000,000; the rearrangement of the 
Greek frontier; the annulling of treat- 
des favoring the Greeks; the cession of 
the Greek fleet to Turkey, and a set- 
tlement of the Cretan question. 

MORE MODEST THAN HOGS. 

LONDON, May 10.—According to an 
Exchange Telegram, private advices 
received in London from Constantl- 
nople declare that the Sulf&n has ex- 
pressed deep sympathy for King George 
and the Greek Cabinet, whose—hands; 
in his opinion, were forced by revolu- 
tionary agents at Athens and Alex- 
andria. 

The Sultan, according to the advices, 
declines to claim a war indemnity, and 
proposes a Turko-Greek treaty upon 
the simultaneous evacuation of Thes- 
saly and Crete. Finally, it is said, the 
Sultan desires to deal direct with 
Greece and-not through the powers. 

HAS NOT THE MEANS , 

LONDON, May 10.—The Athens cor- 
respondent of the Daily Telezraph says 
that Greece does not possess the means 
to continue the wer, as even the rifles 
ordered by the late Cabinet Save never 
been delivered.

Victory Is at Hand. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
NEW YORK, May 10.—A dispatcheto 
the World from Chalcis, Greecé, says: 
“Gen. Smolenski's’* brigade continued 
to give battle to the Turks about Veles- 
tino after the Crown Prince had re- 
treated from Pharsala. The main body 
of the Greeks fell back upon Domokos 
Wednesday nicht, and the Turkish 
forces occupied Pharsala Thursday 
morning, but Gen. Smolenski kept on 

fighting. 

“A furious engagement tosk place on 
Friday. The Turks put in position big 
siege guns captured trom the Greeks at 
Lariasa, and this artillery was used 
with telling effect, doing deadly execu- 
tion, but Gen, Smolenski was holding 
out bravely, and had driven the enemy 
back slightly when orders arrived from 
headquarters commanding him to re- 
treat to Almyros. 

“This was the second time Gen. Smo- 
lens:xi had received orders from head- 
quarters to abandon a position. The 
first came after he had gallantly forced 
the Reveni Pass on the frontier, and 
was in the enemy’s country, threatening 
the Turkish rear. Then the main 
Greek army was defeated at Mati and 
then retreated to Pharsala, abandoning 
Larissa. This time the Turks had 
broken through the Greek line near 
Pharsala, and a general retreat was or- 
dered to the third line of defense at 
Domokos. 

“A frightful panic ensued at Volo 
when Gen. Smolenski began, as di- 
rected, the retreat to Almyros. Every- 
body tried to escape the town by water.

MUSSULMANS HUSTLE, 
Preparing for ‘am Rapid Advwance— 
* Three Defense Lines, 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

LONDON, May 10.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Apart from the peace negotia- 
tions. the principal feature of the east- 
ern situation is that Turkey is pressing, 
reinforcements forward and preparing 
for a rapid advance. Unless the powers 
succeed in quickly arranging a settle- 
ment, the Greeks are likely to suffer 
further disasters. 

The exact disposition of the Greek 
army is uncertain, but, roughly speak- 
ing. the first line of defense extends 
from Almyros to Loucon, the second 
follows the old frontier, and the third 
down at Thermopylae. Fighting is 
probable within the next few days, un- 
less the powers intervene. The Greek 
fleet at Lamia. and the transport and 
other services are still deficient, while 
a serious outbreak of typhoid fever and 
dys@ntery threatens Arta. 


A TIN SOLDIER,

Crown Prince Constantine Shown Up 
in Unenviable Light. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.]} 

LONDON, May 10—{By Atlantic 
Cable.] The Daily Mail's correspondent 
at Volo says: 

“From the first day of the war, Crown 
Prince Constantine, in his capacity of 
chief censor, blocked all the. news 
which the English correspondents sent 
from the scene of hostilities. They 
were obliged to adopt the plan of post- 
ing their messages at Athens, but even 
then many of these were not forwarded. 
The Minister of War issued official re- 
ports daily which were incorporated 
with the telegrams. This explains the 
inaccuracy of tbe service in so many 
cases. 

“The Crown Prince, who understands 
English perfectly, altered the news so 
as to make it favorable to himself. 
For instance,‘in a telegram to a New 
York newspaper describing the ‘cold’ 
reception given him at Larissa, the

LEONAS DEAD 


Grewsome Sight at the 
Mallory Docks. 


Thirteen Blackened Corpses in 
the Vessel’s Steerage. 


One of the Victims Bound for 
Los Augeles.

Capt. Wilder Ordered Under Arrest 
by the Coroner—Statement by 
Passenger Thomas Doyle—How 
the Fire May Have Originated. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.| 

NEW YORK, May 10.—It was a 
gruesome sight on the Maliory-line 
steamer Leona today. Thirte:n bodies, 
blacked by fire and smoke, wete lying 
in the steamer’s steerage. The men 
and women on deck looked as thougn 
they had passed through an awful or- 
deal. Nobody was allowed either to 
leave or board the vessel until after 
| the Coroner had viewed the corpses, 
and had given permission for the re- 
moval of the bodies. 

Coroner Hoeder, as a matter of form, 
placed Capt. Wilder under arrest. Ile 
was paroled in custody of Mr. Mai- 
lory. Thomas Doyle, aged 7, 
erson, N. J., was on his way to Vallejo, 
Cal., to see his uncle and aunt. He 
will be detained until the inquest. 
Doyle was among the steerage vassen- 
gers who occupied bunks on th? star- 
board side of the wessel. He said tiat 
among the passengers who could speak 
English was a young Irish girl, Lizzie 
Sullivan, on her way to Los Angeles, 
Cal. 

Doyle stated that he was lying aslevp 
early Sunday morning, when awakened 
by a suffacating feeling. The apart- 
ment was filled with smoke. Ete made 
for the companionway leading to the 
upper deck, At the entrance of the 
campanionway the stewart was shout- 
ing. Doyle. started up and found two 
men had preceded him. He fell back, 
having lost his balance, and when he 
started up again he was assisted by 
some one from behind, who pushed 
him up. 


On reaching the deck Doyle says his 


first thought was for Lizzi@ Sv'livan. 


He started into the women's side cf, 


the steerage to rescue her, Dut was 
pulled back by members of the crew. 
The crew worked like beavers to put 
out the flames. The matches, burlaps, 
etc., which caught fire, Doyle says, 
were stored a short distance from the 
steerage apartments. 

Samuél D. Schillscraut from Hun- 
gary, on his way to settle in Colum- 
bus, Tex., said that many tives mischt 
have heen saved if the crew had done 
anything to help the smothering pas- 
sengers. Schillscraut said that the 
general impression was that the fire 
was caused by a lighted match being 
dropped into the cargo. He declares 
that he saw members of the crew 
smoking, and they were very wareless 
in throwing away matches. 

Along the shore today it was thought 
strange that the fire was not discovered 
earlier. It must have been smoulder- 
ing several days. The bodies of the 
victims were taken to the morgue to- 
day.

HUDDLED IN A HEAP. 


How the Corpses Were Found in the 
Steerage. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, May 10.—An examina- 

tion of the steerage compartment v4? oe 
steAmer Leona, which put back 1 
port last night with a fire in her inst 
was made as soon as the ship ha 
cooled off sufficiently, and _ thirteen 
corpses were discovered. Thei® atti- 
tudes showed that they were trying to 
escape when death found them. Some 
lay huddled in a heap, others were on 
their knees with hands outstretched, 
as if to grope their way through the 
darkness and blinding smoke. Some of 
them were burned so horribly that they 
were utierly unrecognizable. 
- The flesh on their features was gome, 
and in places the naked bones, charred 
and blackened, had been disclosed to 
view. The butcher and the two wait- 
ers were the least burned of any of the 
dead, and it was easy to identify them. 
The dead were undisturbed. They are 
still lying where they fell, and will be 
removed on the order of the coroner 
today. 

Part of the Leona’s cargo consisted 
of matches, which were stored near 
the wheelhouse, and it is possiblé that 
the fire was caused by the matches. 
The damage to the vessel and cargo is 
extensive. 

At 1 o’clock this morning Charles R. 
Mallory of the Mallory line and Coro- 
ner Hoeber boarded the Leona After 
viewing the bodies and questioning the 
captain, Mr. Mallory said to the re- 
porters present: 

“There are thirteen dead on board. 
But everybody on the ship is so ex- 
cited that I have not yet been able 
to get a full report about the fire. 
When I do I will give it out. This is 
all I have been able to learn so far. 
The steamer sailed on Saturday at 3 


[jh by the effort to escape and is ready 


o'clock p.m. She had forty passengers 
on board, of whom twenty-three were 
steerage. At 1 a.m. Sunday morning 
fire was discovered bursting out of the 
forward hatchway. It epread very 
quickly, and almost as soon as the 
alarm sounded the steerage and com- 
panionway were filled with smoke. The 
cause was spontaneous combustion 
among the miscellaneous cargo. When 
the fire had bee put out, it was found 
that ten of the steerage passengers, 
both women and men, had been euf- 
focated and their bodies burned. Two 
of the steerage waiters were likewise 
dead and a butcher.” 

Coroner Hoeber asked a number of 
questions regarding the breaking out 
of the fire, the means of egress which 
passengers had, etc. Then he turned 
to Mr. Mallory and said: “I consider 
it my duty to put Capt. Wilder under 
arrest pending investigation into this 
deplorable accident. But I do not wish 
to put him to any unnecessary incon- 
venience, and I will accept Mr. Mal- 
lory’s assurance that he will not run 
away.” This being given the formal- 
ities of the night were over.

They told him that in the 
past their complaints had been ignored, 
and now they proposed’ to make him 
hear them. It has even been rumored 
that the ladies seated the president by 
force upon a piano stool and stood on 
both sides of him like sentinels to pre- 
vent his escape before they had fin- 
ished what they had to say.

This note, written on a telegraph 
blank, was found on the body of a wo- 
man taken from the park reservoir off 
Ninety-sixth street, today.

President McKinley May 
Visit the Coast. 


His Conditional Acceptance of 
Utah's Invitation. 


If Congress Adjourns in Time, He 
Will Make the Trip. 


California be Included in Hise 
Itinery—Senator White’s San Pe- 
dro Resolution Adopted—Hot 
Caban Debate.

WASHINGTON, May 10.—[{Special 
Dispatch.] President McKinley, in case 
Congress shall have done all it was 
called together to do by July 1, will 
probably visit the West. This he an- 
nounced to a large delegation of Sen- 
ators and Representatives who called 
on him with a delegation from Utah 
to invite the President to attend the 
exposition which wilh be held in Salt 
Lake City from July 20 to 24. The lat- 
ter day is the anniversary of the ar- 
rival of the Mormon pioneers at the 
Utah capital, and the affair is meant 
to be a celebration of that event. 

After the Utah people had presented 
their case and had been assured by 
the President that in case Congress had 
adjourned by the date set for the expo- 
sition, he would try to make a trip 
West. Senator Perkins, in the name of 
California, invited the President to ex- 
tend his trip to the Coast. The Sena- 
tor said he would take the President’s 
train at Ogden and in thirty-six hours 
would iand the party in the midst of 
the summer land on the-other side of 
the Sierras. He dwelt upon the fact 
that predecessors of the President have 
included the Coast in their travels dur- 
ing their term of office, and assured the 
President that the people of the entire 
State, irrespective of party, would take 
pride in displaying their magnificent 
hospitality in the event of his making 
the visit. 

To this the President made_the same 
answer as to the Utah people, that if 
Congress did its work in time he would 


-trv to make the trip.. ** 


THE UTAH DELEGATES. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—By appotnt- 
ment a large delegation of western Sen- 
ators, Representatives and prominent 
men called upon the President just be- 
fore 10 o'clock this morning to invite 
him to attend the semi-centenary” cel- 
ebration of the founding of Salt Lake 
City, Utah. There were among the call- 
ers Senators Cannon, Rawlins, Shoup, 
Perkins, White, Warren, Carter and 
Wilson; Representative King, Delegate 
Mark Smith, Judge Bartch and P. 
Lannan, proprietor of the Salt Lake 
Tribune. The President received the 
visitors cordially, had them shown into 
the Cabinet room, a rather unusual 
courtesy, and seated them at the Cabi- 
net table. 

Mr. Lannan presented an invitation 
to the celebration, plainly But neatly 
engrossed on one large sheet of parch- 
ment paper, bearing at the top a rep- 
resentation of one of the buffalo skulls 
which formerly dotted the plains in 
every direction and were used by pio- 
neers as sign boards for the benefit of 
other travelers. On the skull was the 


inscription, “Pioneers camped here, 
June 3, 1847. All well. Made fifteen 
miles today. 

[Signed], “BRIGHAM YOUNG.” 


The invitation itself began with the 
statement that the delegation had come 
in the name of the people of Utah and: 
the whole intermountain country to 
urge the President to visit the State on 
the 24th of next July, the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the entry of the pioneers into 
the valley of the Great Salt Lake. The 
formal invitation was read, and then 
the members of the delegation added 
strong verbal requests that the Presi- 
dent should make the trip this summer 
to Utah. President McKinley expressed 
a strong desire to accept the invitation. 
It would not, however, he said, be pos- 
sible now to make an engagement so 
far in advance, but he would promise 
to attend the celebration If, at the time 
set, Congress was not in session and 
the state of public business would per- 
mit.

ILLICIT DISTILLING. 
Greatly Increased by the Present 
Rate of Taxation. 

[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
WASHINGTON, May 10.—In reply to 
the Senate resolution as to the effect 
of the present rate of internal revenue 
tax on distilled spirits in the collection 
of revenue, Secretary Gage today re- 
plied that, according to the tables of 
previous years, the highest revenue 
rate would be 70 cents a gallon. He 
recommends a rate of 90 cents, and if 
a reduction be made, to return to a 
bonded period of three years. Among 
other changes he recommends is that 
a special tax of not less than $500, or 
more thaa $1000 a year, be imposed on 
the industry of distilling, to be deter- 
mined by the capacity of the distil- 
lery; that only stills having a capacity 
of twenty gallons or more shall be en- 
titled to registry and permitted to oper- 
ate. The Secretary says the present 
rate of tax has had the effect of greatly 

increasing illicit distilling.

Atiantio Cable.] Three thousand men 
were in line in a torchlight parade this 
evening, given in honor of Bismarck. 
A heavy rain was falling, but in spite 
of this, Prince Bismarck appeared 
upon the balcony and witnessed the 
procession march past. The crowd 
then gathered in front of him and lis- 
tened to a brief address by President 
Zaler, congratulating him upon his re- 
covery from his recent illness. 

Despite the rain, everybody uncov- 
ered when Prince Bismarck began his 
reply. He changed his familiar cap 
for a cuirassier’s helmet, and the in- 
cident was greeted with a storm of 
cheers. He spoke deliberately and dis- 
tinctly, and with some of his old-time 
vigor. He referred to the fact that 
it was just fifty years ago when he 
entered parliamentary life, and added: 
“One of the advantages of becoming 
old is that one becomes indifferent to 
hatred, insult and calumny, while one’s 
capacity for love and good-will is in- 
creased.” 

In concluding, he expressed his love 
for all who had done him the honor 
of the evening, called for cheers for 
Hamburg. and then left the balcony

THE POSSE IN HOT PURSUIT OF 
THE FUGITIVES. 


Parker Rescued Miller When the 
Latter Was Wounded, bat May 
Have Abandoned Him, 


ATTORNEY LEE NORRIS DEAD. 


NEW LOT OF PURSUERS OUT WITH 
BLOODHOUNDS.

Robbery Attempted at a Nevada City 
Hotel — Bandit Middleton Sen- 
tenced—Bag of Gold Found. 
Odd Fellows to Meet, 


[RY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

PRESCOTT (Ariz.,) May 10.—Lee 
Norris, the victim of yesterday's jail- 
break, died early this morning, and 
gloom has settled over the town, as 
he was a young man popular with ev- 
ery one. Ward Pritchett and John 
Fitch, arrested yesterday, have been 
discharged, as there is no evidence 
whatever to connect them with the 
escape. It is generally believed that 
Parker intended to kill Sheriff Ruffner 
at the latter’s livery stable, as the lat- 
ter arrested him fn February and Par- 
ker realized that he is a dangerous 
man in pursuit of a criminal. 

The Sheriff's livery stable is Iccated 
between his residence and the court- 
house, and it is his habit to stop at 
the stable about 1 o’clock every day 
when in town, as he comes frem his 
lunch to the office. When the crimi- 
nals entered the stable for horses, Par- 
ker asked twice where Ruffner was, 
and was very abusive when told by 
the man in charge that he did not 
know. As it happened, the Sheriff was 
out of town at the time. Sheriff Ruff- 
ner has posted a reward of $1000 for 
the arrest and detention of the fugi- 
tives in any jail in the United States, 


of upon satisfactory proof -of their 
death. 


The general feeling nere is that the 
posse in pursuit will make no effort 
to take them alive, but will shoot them 
down on sight if overtaken. When 
Miller was wounded in last evening’s 
fight, he crawled behind a bush where 
Parker was and threw up his hands, as 
a signal that he surrendered, when 
Parker let out a perfect volley of oaths 
for his lack of nerve and cowardice. 
Parker then remounted his horse and 
pulled Miller up behind him, and as 
the posse fired, Parker replied with a 
defiant yell at the officers. In their 


ammunition, and unless they hold up 
some ranch or mining camp for ammu- 
nition, they will be unable to make 
much of a fight. Important news is 
momentarily expected from the posse. 

A telephone message received from 
Chaparral from ex-Sheriff J. R. Lowry, 
one of the posse in pursuit of the out- 
saws, states that the posse struck the 
trail early this morning, and the fugi- 
tives are headed toward Aqua Fria 
Valley, where are several ranches, and 
from which they may secure 
horses. The posse thought Parker had 
deserted Miller and was alone, the 
Mexican apparently having left the 
other two yesterday morning afoot. 
The horse ridden by Parker had lost 
one shoe, and as he goes lame easily 
when barefooted, they had shope of 
soon overtaking him unless a fresh 
horse is secured. 

Deputy sheriffs from different parts 
of the county were called to Prescott 
today and another posse organized and 
started in pursuit on fresh horses just 
before noon. / Feeling here is very much 
worked up since the death of Norris 
was announced, and cool-headed, con- 
servative men talk of lynching the 
outlaws if captured alive. This feeling 
is intensified on account of the passage 
by the last Legislature of a law which 
virtually acquits all murderers where 
the crime was committed prior to the 
passage of the law. . 

Two prisoners, now in jail here, who 
have been convicted, sentenced to 
death, afterward granted a new trial 
by the Supreme Court, and another 
whose trial has not yet taken place, 
will be cleared through the operation 
of this law. The new law enacted 
defines murder and provides punish- 
ment, and all former laws are repealed 
Without a saving clause excepting 
cases then pending. From forty to 
fifty murders have been committed in 
this county in the last six or seven 
years without adequate punishment. 

A telegram has been received at the 
Sheriff's office, stating that Deputies 
Fairchild and Buggelin of Coconimo 
county, who assisted in the pursuit 
and capture of Parker in February 
after the train-robbery, left Winslow 
this forenoon for the Tonto Basin 
country toward which Parker was 


heading, in order to intercept him, 
should the posse from here fail to 
overtake him. 

Nothing has been heard from the 


posse in pursuit of the outlaws since 
noon. Deputy Ben Rybon and J. D. 
Moore left this afternoon with the 
latters’ bloodhounds for the scene of 
yesterday afternoon’s battle, where the 
dags will be placed on the trail in the 
hope of running down Miller, if the 
officers” theory is correct, that Parker 
has deserted him. As he is known to 
be wounded, it Is thought that no 
trouble will be experienced in running 
him to earth. The posse is now away 
beyond telephone and telegraph com- 
munication.

THE CROP SUMMARY. 


Dry Northerly Winds Have a Dis- 
astrous Effect on Grain. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

SACRAMENTO, May 10.—The fol- 
lowing crop summary is issued by the 
State Agricultural Society in codpera- 
tion with the climate and crop serv- 
ice, United States Weather Bureau, J. 
A. Barwick, section director: 

The average temperature for the 
Week ending Monday, May 10, was as 
Eureka, 50 deg.; Fresno and 
Red Bluff, 68; Los Angeles, 62; Sacra- 
mento, 64; San Francisco, 58; San Luis 
Obispo, 62, and San Diego, 60. 

As compared with the normal] tem- 
perature, a slight excess of heat was 
reported from Fresno, Red Bluff and 
Sacramento, while small heat deficien- 
cies were shown at Eureka, Los An- 
geles and San Diego. Normal condi- 
tions prevailed at San Francisco. 

There were rainfall deficiences' re- 
ported from all points, ranging ftom .08 
of an inch to .42 of an inch. The con- 
tinued dry northerly winds, although 
cooler than usual for the time of year, 
have had most disastrous effects upon 
the wheat, barley and oat crop. Some 
of that which was 6own for grain will 
be cut for hay, and some that was sown 
for hay will not be cut at all. 

Prunes will be an exceedingly light 
crop on account of excessive dropping. 
Peaches and pears have also dropped 
badly during the week, while pears 


are suffering from blight. The cherry 
crop will not be a full one. In fact, 
the crop correspondents notes lead one 
to believe that there will not bea full 
crop for the State of either fruits, ber- 
ries, grain or hay. 

Hops are making an exceedingly sat- 
isfactory growth. It is too late now 
for rain to do good; but it would soften 
the ground so orchards and vineyards 
could be cultivated, but as haying is 
in full blast, a rain would result in 
much damage to that crop. 

Highest temperature, 95 deg., at Lime 
Kiln, Tulare county; the lowest, 36 
deg., at Cedarville, Modoc county.

WEYLER’S REPORTS PROVOKE

As the Situation Grows Worse Of- 
ficial Statements Become All the 
More Roseate,.

NEW YORK, May 10.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Havana says: 

“There is a grim humor in the official 
announcements as to the state of the 
insurrection and the outlook which 
causes a sneer in Havana, where food is 
scarce and sound money scarcer. As 
the situation grows worse at every 
point, the palace reports become more 
rose-colored and more at war with the 
facts. For instance, for a centen, which 
is worth $5.30 in Spanish gold, one may 
get the equivalent of $11.30 in paper 
money today in Havana. It is signifi- 
cant that the paper money of Spain is 
at a greater discount at this moment, 
when the reforms are said to be at 
hand, than at any time’ since the war 
began. During the ten years’ war a 
centen was at one time worth $13 in 
paper, and no one doubts that the bil- 
lets will reach or pass that point again. 
Two months ago a centen was worth 
$8.50 in paper and then there was less 
talk of pacification and reforms than 
now. 

“The fact is, no one pays any atten- 
tion to Gen. Weyler’s. proclamation 
about the peace he says he has brought 
about, or his talk about the golden time 
that is coming, now that the Queen Re- 


gent has-been kind enough to-sign the 


reforms. These things are mere sound. 
But the paper money is a grim fact, 
and the determination with which all 
persons refuse to have it thrust upon 
them at par has forced even Gen. Wey- 
ler to recognize that the money ques- 
tion is superior to his decree, and to 
abandon his declared intention of pun- 
ishing any one who looked twice at 
these shinplasters. 

“Indeed "Spaid. over his head, sug- 
gests that the billets be accepted in 
custom-houses with an increased duty 
corresponding to the depreciation of 
the paper. e shopkeepers do not ac- 
cept any billets in many cases, or, if 
they do, the customer must pay twice 
theh gold price. Theh billet is just so 
much depreciated paper, and the coun- 
try will not recognize it as anything 


else. 

“The plight of Spain is bad enough 
without the rioting, which would be 
general if an attempt were made to 
force this paper down the throats of 
men already grown sullen because of 
the disastrous and lagging military 
policy of Gen. Weyler. No one here can 
see how Spain. will be able to carry” 
much longer the financial burden with 
which she is saddled and which in- 
creases tremendously every month. 
Still there are official announcements 
that the military outlook is roseate, de- 
spite the fact that engagements are 
daily reported and wounded soldiers 
carried into the garrison in the towns 
prove the. activity of the rebels in 
every province. 


“There are engagements which are not | 


reported, and these are the more seri- 
ous. Three nights ago 100 wounded 
soldiers were carried into Regla by rail 
on their way to Havana hospitals, and 
some of them died in the railroad sta- 
tion. Officially there had been no fight 
of importance in this province of late, 
but the arrival of these men means 
that Spanish columns have been am- 
bushed by Gen. Castillo with his usual 
success. The fight was at Govea. 
“No one, even at the palace, pretends 
that Matanzas is pacified, and I know 
that a messenger is on his way to New 
York who will tell the junta that the 
insurgents in Pinar del Rio number 
nearly seven thousand armed men, 


and that four brigadiers there who. 


served under . Rivera, have acted 
vigorously and in harmony ever since 
his capture, obeying Gen. Gomez’s or- 
ders not to engage the Spanish force 
until he gave the word that the time 
had come.” 

RETURIN GTO SPAIN. 

NEW YORK, May 10.—A dispatch to 
the Journal from Havana says: “Gen. 
Figuerera of the crack cavalry regi- 
ment of Pizarro, will embark immedi- 
ately with the sew survivors of his 
force for Spain. 

“The same steamer is expected to 
take about 7000 returning infantry 
forces, and all the so-called volunteers 
enlisted from prisons throughout Spain 
for the campaign here, as guerrillas, 
according to a recent order from Wey- 
ler, to be mustered out and discharged 
within the next fornight.

The Marquis 
of Salisbury replied that if he an- 
swered in the negative it would be 
Strictly correct, yet such a reply 
might be misleading.

FIFTH ANNUAL CONVENTION MEETS 
AT SALT LAKE. | 


About Seventy-five Delegates from 
Six States and Arizona Present- 
President Edward Boyce Makes

The address of the president was 
somewhat sensational. He announced

improved rifle, which can be obtained 
from the factory at a nominal price. We 
added: “I entreat you to take action 
on this important question, so that in 
two years we can hear the inspiring 
music of the martial tread of 25.900 
armed men in the ranks of labor.” 

On the subject of the National Guard 
President Boyce said: “The Constitu- 
tion should be so amended as to de- 
clare all members’ of the National 
Guard ineligible to membership, and 
withhold our patronage from al] com- 
panies and individuals or organizations 
when any member of the National 
Guard is employed or admitted to 
membership.’’ 

He further said: “Corporations are 
constantly reducing the wages of their 
employés, fastening upon them a bond- 
age from which there is no escape 
If they object, they are easily sup- 
pressed by the courts of the country— 
these august tribunals that stand ever 
ready to excuse the will of their cor- 
porate masters, before whom labor has 
no rights that capital is bound to re- 
or by those $13-a- 
month murderers that compose 
National Guard.” 

Eugene V. Debs was present dur- 
ing the proceedings of the convention.

FARMER AND CAPITAL. 


A PROFITABLE FIELD FOR EACH 
TO LABOR IN. 

The Country Going Into the Rast- 
mess in Earnest—Experimental 
Shipment of American Butter to 
Europe. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

CHICAGO, May 10.—A special to the 
Times-Herald trom Washington, D. C., 
says: 

“A map of the United States, with 
a bright red strip running across it 
from the Atlantic to the Pacific will 
soon ornament the walis of the office 
of the Secretary of Agriculture. This 
map particularly interests two great 
classes of citizens of the United States 
—the farmer and the capitalist. 

“Having distributed sugar-beet seed 
to about 20,000 farmers,”’ said Secretary 
Wilson, “I want to take up the practi- 
cal end of this subject now and show 
to the capitalists as well as the farm- 
ers, where they can afford to make 
such experiments and enter upon such 
business investments as are likely to 
be a success financially and othrewise. 
We are going into the sugar ‘usiness 
in.this country in dead carnest.”’ 

“*You still have faith, then, in the 
beet-sugar enterprise from a practical 
standpoint?’ 

“ ‘Undoubtedly, and it is evident that 
the people of the United States have 
faith in it. We have supplied in the 
last few weeks 20,000 farmers with su- 
gar-beet seed for experiments during 
the coming season. They are scattered 
through practically every State nerth 
of the extreme southern line of States. 
The people as far south «s the Caro- 
linas, Tennessee and Texas believe that 
they can grow sugar lheets success- 
fully, and we are quite willing to give 
them full opportunity to make that test 
everywhere. If they succeed in extend- 
ing the beet-sugar territory down to 
the very line of the cane sugar area 
|} there ought to be no difficulty in pro- 
ducing in the United States all of the 
$100,000,000 worth of sugar for which 
we are now going abroad evefy year. 

“*The practical business end of the 
experiment,’ continued Secretary Wil- 
son, “is the next thing to be taken up. 
We have supplied people in all parts 
of the country with sugar-beet seed, 
and they can now go on with their ex- 
periments in growing them.” 

“You thing, then, that there is capi- 
tal in the country ready to go into the 
beet-sugar manufacturing business?” 

* ‘Undoubtedly, and plenty of it. A 
number of factories are already in pro- 
cess of erection and people with capital 
are willing and ready to establish many 
more as soon as they determine what 
sections of the country are hest adapted 
for practical beet-sugar production. I 
hope to have a broad line extending 
across that map from the Atlantic to 
the Pacific in a comparatively short 
time indicating the practical beet-sugar 
belt. of the country in which capital as 
well as farmers may safely enter upon 
the work of supplying the people of the 
country with sugar.’ 

“*Your other experiments in behalf 
‘of the farmers, Mr. Secretary, are mak- 
ing good progress?’ 

“*Yes. Our first shipment of butter 
to Europe in the experimental form is 
going forward now. The butter has 
reached New York, several tons of it, 
from the best creameries in the United 
States and in various forms as to size 
of package, method of production, salt- 
ing, method. of. packing, etc. . Every 
pound of butter is so recorded as to its 
method of production and otherwise 
that we know its history and will be 
able to judge by its reception and pop- 
vlarity what ought to be done in fu- 
ture shipments. 

“There is now a gap between the 
point where refrigerator cars stop in 
New York and refrigerator vessels start 
from New York for Europe. We have 
men there now seeing that shipments 
of butter are not exposed ‘to the sun in 
their passage from the one refrigerator 
system to the other, and have indicated 
to the railroad people the necessity of 
covering this gap in some way, which I 
feel assured they will do. 

“ ‘By shipping our butter by Ameri- 
can vessels, as we are doing, I have

SAN FRANCISCO, May 10.—Among 
the passengers on the steamer City of 
Sydney, which arrived yesterday from 
Central America, was Baron von Ber- 
gen, German Minister to Central Amer- 
ica, who is en route to Germany.

KILLED HIMSELF.

EX-RECORDER J. A. KELLY 
COULD NOT BLAR TROUBLE. 


Business, Political 
Trials Finally Overwhelmed 
and Disheartened Him. 


LAUGHED MERRILY AND DIED. 


HE HAD LOST MONEY IN GAMBLING 
AND IDLE SPECULATION,

The End of a Life Which Was Ac- 
tive im Many Linecs—Prostration 
of the New Wife of the 
Suicide. 


J. A. Kelly, ex-Recorder of Los An- 
geles and lately principal proprietor of 
the Anheuser saloon and restaurant on 


S;ring street, committed suicide shortly 


before 12 o'clock last night at a iode- 
ing-house at No. 221 West Fifth street. 

Kelly had been in all sorts of busi- 
ness, political and domestic troubles 
iately, and had reached the point 
where he was unable longer to stand 
the demands ofimportunate creditors 
and the chagrin of defeat in other ven- 
tures. 

It is known that Kelly had long been 
worried on account of his mother, who, 
until a,year ago, had been proprietress 
of the notcrious Phoenix lodging-house 
on Upper Spring street. A few months 
azo he induced her to give up the 
Phoenix and move to the Kendrick 
Liouse, above the Anheuser saloon, hop- 
ing that there would be less gossip. 
In a short time, however, public at- 
tention was called to the fact that a 
company of disreputable negro women 
had engaged apartments at the Ken- 
drick and were giving hula-hula dances 
there to the disgrace of the neighbor- 
hood. The exposure of this condition 
of things preyed upon Kelly’s mind, 
but he had other troubles. 

Three months ago he became involved 
in difficulties with his wife, and a 
divorce was the result of their quar- 
rel. Aimost immediately afterward he 
married the young woman, who it is 
cleamed, was the cause of the aliena- 
tion of his affections from his first 
wife. Troubles now piled upon each 
other thick and fast. With _ three 
women at daggers points (for the 
mother was at all times a prominent 
in the domestic drama:) with 
his politicais prospects ruined by com- 
binations entirely unforeseen: with 
his business taken away from him by 
a partner to whom he felt obliged to 
sell his interest a few days ago, Kelly 
began to figure that his only relief lay 
in death. Many times during the 
past week he threatened to kill him- 
self, but was dissuaded by those about 
him, who urged him to hope for better 
things. 

The woman for whom Kelly recently 
abandoned his wife had some money, 
which she placed in his hands for in- 
vestment 6n his representation that he 
had a good chance, through certain 
gambling operations, to retrieve his 
jost fortunes. Ail these. investments 
failed signally. Everything seemed to 
g0 against the man who was on the 
downhill run. Day after day he applied 
to his new wife for more funds, always 
with the assurance that he had reached 
the turn in the long lane of misfortune. 
Yesterday he took her last available 
dollar and, when he returned home last 
night a servant heard him say to her: 
“Tt’s all over; I can’t win.” This was 
shortly before midnight. A little while 
later occupants of the apartments im- 
mediately adjoining heard Kelly and 
his wife calling each other tender names 
and making light of the misfortunes 
which had overtaken him. A sort of 
joke was made of his bad luck, and no 
one about the house dreamed of the 
tragedy that was imminent. 

With a laugh Kelly excused himself 
from his wife and walked but into the 
toilet, saying that he would return in a 
few minutes. Then a pistol shot rang 
out and J. A. Kelly was a dead man. 

He had held the weapon to his right 
temple, pulled the trigger and died in- 
stantly. 

The alarm was given and an officer 
went out from the Central Station and 
took charge of the remains. Later the 
body was removed to Orr & Hines’s un- 
dertaking establishment. 

Mrs. Kelly was prostrated with grief 
and refused to answer questions or be 
seen.

AT THE PLAYHOUSES, 


LOS ANGELES THEATER. The 
handsome audience * which met Otis 
Skinner at this theater last night with 
a warm welcome, upon his return for 
a second engagement, gave evidence of 
two things—that the witchery of the 
master playwright of all the ages still 
holds its potent spell over the human 
understanding and that this splendid 
young American actor has such 
capacity of achievement as to have 
taken a strong hold upon the esteem of 
those competent to judge of dramatic 
attainments. 

Of all the plays put forth by the 
wonderful, all-powerful, overmastering 
intellect of Shakespeare there is none 
to equal “Hamlet” in the questioning 
and discussion that it has given rise 
to and the tax it makes upon the actor. 
For nearly ever matured person in the 
theater-going world has seen the play 

in and yet again until each indt- 
vidual auditor comes to have an ideal 
Hamiet in his mind. Such being the 
case the man who essays the part must 
needs satisfy the individual exactions 
of as many critics as there are occu- 
pied seats in an auditorium, and he 
must submit to comparison with the 
host of Hamlets, living and dead, who 
have “strutted their brief hour upon 
the stage” until one concludes that he 
is indeed a brave and gallant knight 
of the sock and buskin who dares to 
submit himself and his talents to the 
test of popular approval—or the reverse. 

When one goes to see somebody play 
“Hamlet” the first thought that arises 
in his mind is, will this actor show to 
us a melancholy Dane, whose wits have 
gone wool-gathering, or will this new- 
est Hamlet be a fellow of infinite craft, 
whose only aim in life igs to be re- 
venged for the unnnatural death of his 
father and the unseemly second mar- 
riage of his mother? This usually gives 
the critical gentleman in front of the 
footlights ample scope for speculation, 
the while he drinks in the poesy and 
music of Shakespeare's rounded periods 
and loses himself in awsome admira- 
tion of that towering intellect which, 
in a series of majestic dramas, has 
sounded all the deeps and shallows of 
the passions of men. By the time he 
has satisfied himself as to whether he 
is seeing a Hamlet who is moon-struck 
or only one who is as keen of wit as 
is the blade with which the gloomy 
Prince spits the heart of Laertes, the 
play is over—and mayhap the lay critic 
is not satisfied on these points after 
all 


But whatever other Hamlets have 
been, the one which Mr. Skinner gave 
us last night, with such consummate 
skill, grace, tact and expression, is 
easily seen to be anything but a mad 
man. This is a virile, ardent, impul- 
sive Hamlet—one who worships the 
memory of his kingly father with more 
than a son’s love, and who resolves to 
revenge to the utmost his parent's cruel 
taking off. It is only in the scenes 
with Ophelia that one is set to wonder- 
ing whether the Prince is but masquer- 
ading or is really non compos mentis. 
Why he should thus torture and agon- 
ize a ioving woman, whom above her 
grave he acknowledges he loves, passes 
understanding, unless ther@ was really 
several screws loose in that princely 
head; and yet when he fences with 
Rosencrantz and Guildernstern, flings 
his shafts of satire into the face of 
Polonius, or speaks the passion of his 
outraged soul in the ear of his con- 
science-stricken mother. Mr. Skinner's 
Hamlet is as sane a man as ever lived, 
whatever may be the Hamlet who so 
vaguely conjures the gentle Ophelia to 
hie herself to a nunnery. - foe 

Mr. Skinner reads the lines of the 
old play with a vastly satisfying clever- 
ness. In the soliloquy he departs widely 
from the method of Edwin Booth, but 
one must concede that it is a thor- 
oughly consistent rendering and that 
the reading is such as a human being 
in a travail of mind, as was Hamlet 
at the time, would naturally give it. 
Another excellent» bit of reading was 
the instructions to the player King, 
which one felt might well be applied in 
some senses to the gentleman, Mr. Har- 
ris, who played the part of King. 
Claudius. 

To sum up, this is the very best Ham- 
let we have had.on this stage since the 
visit, years ago, of the great Booth, 
and if America has not discovered a 
successor to that prince of players in 
Otis Skinner then we may not hope to 
look upon him in the lifetime of any one 
who reads these lines. 

Miss Durbin’s Ophelia was a most de- 
lightful performance. In face, figure 
and bearing: this gentle and winsome 
lady was an ideal heroine of the old 
play, and one may wait long to see the 
mad scene wrought out with more 
exquisite touches of pathos than we 
saw itat the Los Angeles last night. 
Miss Truax made the most of the un- 
congenial part of Queen Gertrude, and 
the First Grave Digger of John Weeks 
was a rarely good bit of work. Mr. 
Sylvester’s Laertes was well acted, but 
his voice is inadequate to the more 
forceful passages cut out for this part. 
King Claudius was every inch not a 
King. Paul Gerson made a very pleas- 
ing Horatio, and the Ghost of Mr. 
Mosley was as uncanny and sepulchral 
as needs be. A word of praise is due 
Naomi Roberts for her appearance as 
Osric, and in general the company 
made a telling impression. The play, 
which began at 8 o'clock sharp, had 
the last scene of the third act seriously 
interrupted by the late comers, but 
after the audience was once settled 
down, the players were accorded ab- 
sorbed attention, and Mr. Skinner was 
rewarded with numerous curtain calls 
that meant much more than usual, for 
they did not all come from the rear of¢ 
the house, where there are at time@ an 
extremely noisy and insistent claque. 

Tonight Mr. Skinner and his company 
will stride away from the domain of 
tragedy into the beauteous realm of

Another ovation followed the 
duet, and the signor and his wife 
twice returned to bow their apprecia- 
tion of the applause. The Ordway 
brothers, trick bicyclists, do an aston- 
ishing turn, riding singly and together 
in all sorts of impossible attitudes.

THE BURBANK: The “Black Crook” 
is once more with us, fairies, demons. 
red fire and all, and it is very well put 
on at the Burbank. Kiralfy's famous 
ballet shows to great advantage, hav- 
ing ample opportunity to show what 
it really can do when ft tries, and the 
piece sparkles with songs and dances, 
strewn helter-skelter through the acts. 
The dance of the wooden shoes is as 
rollicking a bit of jollity as even Kir- 
alfy’s girls can compass, and the march 
of the Amazons depicts a battle with 
the broadswords that would make a 
fencing master long for death. Pret- 
tiest of all, though, is the fairy ballet 
in Stalacta’s grotto, where curly heads 
and laughing faces flash out occasion- 
ally from the clouds of glittering gauze, 
and there is simply a general impres- 
sion of many shapely arms and legs 
assisting actively to weave the intri- 
cate figures of the dance.

That 
worthy hedger is blessed beyond the 
ordinary lot of mortals in his legs, 
which are about a quarter of an inch 
in diameter, and given to wavering like 
reeds in the wind whenever the devils 
get too friendly. Those devils are the 
most cheerful fiends that ever came up 
from the nether world. Clad in the

; BEGINNING OF THE END. 

The Graeco-Turkish war may be re- 
garded as practically over, so far as 
actual] hostilities are concerned. So ef- 
fectually has Edhem Pasha followed 
up the disastrous blunders of the 
Greek commanders at Larissa that 
Greece is virtually at the mercy of his 
victorious army. Unless the European 
powers intervene to stop hostilities, 
the Turks will certainly push on rap- 
idly to Athens, and will as certainly 
occupy that city. But the powers will 
probably stop the war before it has 
reached that extremity. Greece is 
clearly overmatched and outgeneraled. 
The continuance of the war to its final- 
ity could have but one result—the ex- 

tinction of the Grecian kingdom, and 

its acquisition by Turkey. This, of 
course, the European powers will not 
permit. 

The negotiation of the terms of peace 
will present many difficulties. Inas- 
much as it will be practically in the 
hands of the alleged “concert” of 
Europe, infinite bungling may be 
looked for, and*almost endless delay 
may be expected. Modesty is not one 
of the prominent characteristics of the 


Turk, and the demands of the Porte. 


will not be below what circumstances 
may seem to warrant. Already we 
have had an intimation from the Yildiz 
Kiosk that.a war indemnity of some 
$75,000,000, in addition to a liberal slice 
of Grecian territory and the cession 
of the Greek navy to Turkey, will be 
demanded as among the terms of 
peace. 

The so-called “concert” of Europe 
will be called upon to consider and ad- 
judicate these claims. It will be a dif- 
ficult task, and may lead to further 
and more serious complications.- The 
War cannot be regarded as certainly at 
an end so soon as peace is declared be- 
tween the principal combatants. Un- 
til the terms of peace have been fully 
and finally adjudicated, there will be 
no guaranty of tranquility. Europe 
may get into a quarrel over the terms 
of peace, which may bring on a war 
compared ito which the struggle be- 
tween Greece and Turkey will be but 
little more than a skirmish. The out- 
come will depend to a great extent 
upon the attitude of Turkey and of 
the powers which see fit to champion 
her cause. If the victors persist in un- 
reasonable demands, it will be incum- 
bent upon the powers to refuse those 
demands, and to back up the refusal 
with cannon, if necessary, 

The near future will determine to 
what extent the powers will stand by 
their ante-bellum declaration that 
meither of the combatants would be 
permitted to reap meteria} advantage 
from the conflict. If they stand by 
that declaration, Greece wi}] emerge 
from the war withou: dismemberment. 
if they fall down before the victorious 
Turks and allow them to dictate the 
terms of peace, the kingdom of Greece 
will be. virtually expunged from the 
map of Europe. 7

THE VALUE OF LIVES. 

The recent conflagration on the 
Clyde steamer Leona, by which a large 
number of steerage passengers lost 
their lives, is a fitting sequel to the loss 
of the Pacific Mail steamer Colima, 
abvbut two years ago. In both instances 
the loss of life was ascribable to the 
criminal overloading of the vessel with 
cargo to the jeopardy of the pas- 
sengers on board. The case of 
the Colima (as good and staunch a 
ship as ever camé around the Horn) 
showed that the 350,000 feet of lumber 
on her decks were intended for the ex- 
treme end of her route, while freight 
intended for way ports was stowed in 
her lower hold. 


Had the entire cargo been intended 
for her further destination the risks 
of such loading would have been great 
enough, in all conscience, for the daily 
consumption of such a ship was over 


forty tons, making a loss of at least 


three hundred tons’ weight below decks 
at the end of the seventh day. Grant- 
ing that lumber, which was newly 
sawed when put aboard the ship, had 
gained no additional weight by being 
wet during the voyage, even then the 
weight of the deckload must ‘have ex- 
ceeded that of. the coal that had bal- 
anced it. The Colima did not founder 
as Ships founder through leakage. She 
capsized, and the top-heavy method of 
her loading was the cause of it. In 
the greed of corporations to get money 
and pay none of it out, they would not 
employ men to shift that lumber down 
into her hold to make up for the 
weight of freight put out and coal 
consumed. So the ship capsized, as 


any reasoning man might expect her 
| to do. 

The reports from the conflagration 

on the Leona go to establish the fact 
| that the fire cut the steerage passen- 
| gers off from the forward companion- 

way, and that the only other means of 
escape from the burning steerage was 
so blocked with cargo that they were 
hemmed in like rats in a trap and 
burned to death. Yet the ship was, in 
‘all probability, loaded just as she had 
been loaded ever since she came into 
the line, The officers could see no 
harm in such: loading then, though 
they probably see it now. The’ ship 
was full of freight, and had the cap- 
tain refused to take it on the ground 
that it would block avenues of escape 
in case 6f fire, and thereby jeopardize 
the lives of his passengers, he would 
have lost his place. 

On most ocean steamers a cabin 
passage is of about the same cost as 
four tons of freight and steerage pas- 
Sage at the rate of two or two-and-one- 
half tons, It is fair to infer, then, that 
the Clyde steamship concern got as 
much from the eighteen poor crea- 
tures who were roasted alive in. the 
steerage of that ship as they would 
have recived from forty tons of cargo. 
Were not those people entitled to some 
adequate protection? And why is it 
that there were no bells or speaking 
tubes in the steerage by which those 
unfortunate creatures could have made 
their perilous condition known at an 
earlier stage of the disaster? 

Nearly three weeks ago, when the 
probable loss of the Samaria was an- 
nounced, this paper took occasion to 
call attention to the necessity for 
laws forbidding the criminal or negli- 
gent overloading of vessels. Tne 
TIMES is more than ever convinced 
that we need a man like Samuel Plim- 
soll of England, to stand up in Con- 
gress and demand adequate protection 
for those who “go down to the sea in 
ships.” The traveling public have 
their rights, as well as the capitalists 
who build and own vessels. 

The terrible loss of the Brother 
Jonathan, off the Oregon coast, thirty- 
two years ago, was directly ascribable 
to the overloading of the vessel. 
Twenty-four hours before she sailed, 
the captain warned the manager of 
the company that the ship was not 
safe at a deeper draft than fourteen 
feet, but the drays kept coming down 
the dock and the ship was loaded be- 
low sixteen feet. It was said she 
struck a rock off the mouth of Rogue 
River, but in all the thirty-two years 
that have elapsed no mariner has been 
able to find that rock. The ship 
labored in a heavy sea (for five out 
of her six boats were lost) and prob- 
ably opened her seams with the un- 
usual strain upon her frame and went 
to the bottom. 

This is a matter in which the pub- 
lic safety is involved. It is no concern 
of the people whether a steamship 
clears $500 or $5000 on a single trip, 
but it is everybody’s business to see 
that proper safeguards be thrown 
around people who travel and that 
passengers be cared for in preference 
to cargo. Congress cannot pass a 


Plimsoll law any too soon for the 
safety of the traveling public. 


All signs go to show that the fig- 
ures arrived at by the census enum- 


gerators are rather under than over 


the mark. As recently mentioned in 
Tur Tres, the forthcoming city di- 
rectory estimates the population of 
the city to be about 106,000. The re- 
cent school census shows about the 
same estimate, as compared with be- 
tween 102,000 and 103,000 of the muni- 
cipal census. At the same rate of in- 
crease which has marked the growth 
of Los Angeles during the past seven 
years, the population of the city in 
1900 should amount to 136,500. Should 
the deep-water harbor and the Salt 
Lake railroad be completed by that 
time, however, and half a dozen more 
beet-sugar factories running, it is 
likely that this city will be much 
nearer the 200,000 mark by the end of 


‘the century. 


The agricultural products of Penn- 
sylvania exceed in value the total iron 
ore, coal and oil products of the State 
by $3,000,000 In commenting upon this 
fact, Prof. H. P. Armsby of the Penn- 
sylvania State College makes a strong 
plea for agricultural education, in 
which he says: 

“Whether we like it or not, we are 
face to face with new problems and 
new conditions. In this process of evo- 
lution, by which agriculture is adjust- 
ing itself to its new environment, as 
in every other process of evolution, the 
fittest will survive, The community or 
the individual farmer that can success- 
fully readjust its agriculture to these 
new conditions will continue to pros- 
per, While the farmer or the community 
which fails to do this will be borne 
down by forces as pitiless and as irre- 
sistible as gravitation.”

JAPAN AND HAWAIL 


THE FORMER COMPLAINS OF A VI- 
OLATION OF TREATY. 


Cruiser Naniwa Bringing Councillor 
Akiyama and Instructions for 
the Japanese Minister—Steam- 
ship Shinshu Mara Claims Dam.- 
ages. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.}]. 

HONOLULU. May 4—[Wired from 
San Francisco May 10.] The Japanese 
cruiser Naniwa left Yokosuka April 20, 
four days previous to the China. She 
has Councillor Akiyama of the Japan- 
ese Foreign Office on board. The fol- 
lowing instructions will be handed to 
Minister Shamimima on the Naniwa’s 
arrival: 

First—The Hawaiian government, in 
refusing to permit Japanese immi- 
grants to land, put it out of the power 
of the Japanese Consul to adopt meas- 
ures for their protection, and to dis- 
charge other necessary functions. Its 
action must be regarded as contrary to 
the treaty. 2 

Second—The measure taken by the 
Hawaiian government to prevent the 
Japanes immigrants from placing the 
matter in the hands of legal advisers 
amounted practically to undue inter- 
ference with individual rights of the 
Japanese,-and must also be a violation 
of the treaty. ‘ 

Third—The fact that the Hawaltian 
judiciary, in conformity with the posi- 
tion taken by the executive, refused to 
entertain the suit of law instituted by 
the Japanese whose landing had been 
prevented, must be recognized as a 
violation of the legal rights secured to 
the Japanese by the treaty. 

The steamship Shinshu Maru has 
presented to the Japanese Foreign Of- 
fice an estimate of her damages, 
at the rate of more than 320 yen per 
day, sustained on account of the Ha- 
walian government's refusal to land 
immigrants. 

It is stated that Count Okuma, Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs, is prepared, 
after the present Hawalian trouble is 
settled, to demand the revision of the 
existing immigration regulations, or the 
concluding of a special agreement on 
the part of the republic. 

Col. Z. C. Spalding has withdrawn 
from his contract made with the Ha- 
walian government for the construction 
of a telegraphic cable from California 
to the Hawaiian Republic.

Bark Probably Foundered,

UNITED STATES SUPREME COURT 


CONTINUES IT. 


Decision by Justice Brewer Finds 
That the Bell Company Was Not 
In Collusion With the Patent Of- 
flee—The Government Loses. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.) 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—The Bell 
Telephone Company has won the case 
brought against it by the United States 
to annual the last Berliner patent. This 
decision has the effect of continuing 
the control of the télephone by the Bell 
company for seventeen years from the 
date.of the last patent, granted in 1891. 

The government asked to have the 
patent set aside on the ground that 
the delay of thirteen years in the 
Patent Office was fraudulent, through 
the fault of the telephone company, and 
that the patent issued in 1880 covered 
the same grcund on which the new 
patent was applied for in 1891. The 
Supreme Court, in an opinion deliv- 
ered today by Justice Brewer held 
that there was no evidence of corrup- 
tion, or undue influence exercised over 
the Patent Office by the telephone com- 
pany, an@ no evidence that the delay 
in granting the patent had been 
brought about by the company. The 
delay was through the fault of the 
Patent Office. : 

Justice Harlan dissented from the 
opinion. Justices Gray and Brown, it 
was announced, took no part in the 
case, presumably because they were 
interested. The court held that, in or- 
der to set aside the patent, the gov- 
ernment must establish grounds of 
relief as clear and satisfactory as to 
set aside a land patent. All other al- 
legations of the government besides 
that of delay were overruled. This de- 
cision sustains the lower courts. 

The case has attracted wide atten- 
tion, because of the extensive interests 
involved in its settlement, the 
opinion of the‘court has been anx- 
iously awaited. The suit, it was 
claimed, involved the practical control 
of the art of telephoning. It originated 
in a charge of collusion in the Pat- 
ent Office, and was brought to obtain 
the repeal and cancellation of letters 
pater.t U.S., No. 463,569, dated Novem- 
ber 17, 1891, granted to the American 
Bell Telephone Company, as assignee 
of Emil Berliner, the alleged inventor. 
The repeal and cancellation of the pat- 
ent was sought upon the ground that 
the application for it, while filed in 
1877, was not iasued until 1891. This de- 
lay was charged to be unnecessary. 
and imprcper.on the part of the Patent 
Office and the Bell Telephone Com- 
pany, which, as Berliner’s assignees, 
controlled the application. It was as- 
serted that the company had acquiesced 
in and promoted the delay in_ their 
own interests, thus defrauding the pub- 
lic of its rights. . 

It was claimed that the Berliner pat- 
ent practically controls telephony, as it 
has to do with both the transmission 
and receipt of sounds, and that the 
delay thus secured until 1891 operated 
to centrol this act for several years 
beyond the expiration of the Bell pat- 
ent. 

It was also asserted that the patent 
was granted by the Commissioner of 
Patents without authority of law. end 
it was the same invention for which a 
patent had been granted in 1880, and 
that the principle was, therefore, not 
new. The suit originated in the 
United States Circuit Court for the 
District of Massachusetts, where it 
was deciced in favor of the United 
States. Upon apnreal to the Court of 
Appeals for the First Circuit, this de- 
cision was reversed and the conten- 
tions of the Berliner claimants upheld. 


| From this opinion the United States 


appealed to the Supreme Court. 
THE BLYTHE CASE. 

WASHINGTON, May 10.—Attorney 
W. H. H. Hart of California, for Mrs. 
Florence Blythe Hinckley, who secured 
the property of the late Henry T. 
Blythe, made a motion to dismiss the 
case in the Supreme Court today. Sen- 
ator Hunton of Virginia, for the con- 
testants, opposed the motion and de- 
nied that the case had been brought to 
the Supreme Court merely for delay in 
perfecting Mrs. Hinckley’s title to the 
estate. It is claimed by the contest- 
ants that as Mrs. Hinckley is a sub- 
ject of Great Britain, she could not 
inherit land. in the United States and 
the State could not enact laws per- 
mitting aliens to inherit land. The 
court took the papers and reserved its 
decision.

SIERRA CLUB. 


ITS WORK.

Efforts to Preserve the Magnificent 
Forests of the California Moun- 
¢ains from Destruction. 


IT STUDIES THE SIERRAS. 


MAPS OF THE MOUNTAINS. 


The Sierra Club Works with the 
Federal Authorifies—Pians of Ad- 
ministering the Forest Re- 
serves for Public Good, 


Dr. Henry Senger, one of the found- 
ers of the Sierra Club, is in the city. 
For:years he has been a devotee of 
the delights of mountaineering. He 
was a prime mover in the establish- 
ment of the Sierra Club six years ago, 
and at present is its corresponding 
secretary and treasurer. Dr. Senger 
is in Southern California inspecting 
the German departments of the high 
schools of this region for the Univer- 
sity of California, in which he is one 
of the professors of German. 

“The mountains of California are so 
glorious that one can’t tell anybody 
about them,” said Dr, Senger yester- 
day. “All one can do is to say, ‘Go 
and see them for yourself.’ . 

“In the California mountains there 
are the most wonderful forests in the 
whole world. One of the chief aims of 
the Sierra Club is to protect them. 
we denude our forests, there will 
trouble ahead for us. 

“The Sierra Club has a membership 
of over three hundred. Its members 
are scattered all over the Siate. At 
present there are no branches, but it 
is hoped to start them in vyarious 
parts of California, and have little 
centers for the work of the society 
scattered through the State. There are 
@ number of people in Los Angeles 
who are inferested’in the work cf the 
organization, among them Howard 
Longley of the Superior Court. T. P. 
Lukens of Pasadena is another person 
who is active in the work of the club. 

“The aim of the Sierra Club is to 
study the mountains of California. 
Whenever a member of the‘club goes 
into the mountains, he keeps a record 
of his wanderings, and sends it to the 
club. All sorts of information is gath- 
ered thus as to desirable places to visit, 
the best trails, the topograpny cf the 
country and so on. New trails are be- 
ing opened by the club, admitting 
mountaineers into wonderful and beau- 
tiful parts of the high Sierras. Twice 
a year a pamphlet is pu>lished, pre- 
serving the information gathered. A 
particular value of these proceedings 
of the Sierra Club is that they include 
valuable maps, which are nt to be 
found anywhere else. Any vne who 
wants to go off on a mountaineering 
expedition into the Sierras can find ir- 
formation about places to g2, the de- 
sirable trails to follow, camping places, 
etc., by feferring to the proceedings of 
the Sierra Club or writing for iunforma- 
tion to the club's officers. 

“Of all the club’s aims, one of the 
most important is the endeavor to pro- 
tect the public domain. The reccm- 
mendations of the club are held as of 
great weight by the Secretary of the 
Interior, and in almost every particular 
they are followed by the’ Federal au- 
thorities. Questions as to the forests 
and mountains of California on which 
the Interior Department wants light 
are referred to the Sierra Club. 

“There are very large torest reser- 
vations in the State. The last three 
administrations, those ef Cleviand and 
of Harrison, as well as the present one, 
have done much to protect the Cali- 
fornia forests. Bach of the three last 
administrations has added materially 
to the size of the forest’ reserves. It 
has been a question not of politics, but 
of national welfare, 

“Now the question which calls for 
settlement is the administration of 
these large forest reserves. The ‘first 
thing which ought to be done, and it 
will probably be speedily accomplished, 
is to put them under the control vu 
the War Department. The problem of 
their administration must be worker) 
out with @ great deal of care. The deé- 
tails of the plan are now being dis- 
cussed in Washington. Probably the 
result will be the appointment of a 
forestry board. The War Department 
will take charge of the work, a scicn- 
tific rtudy of the management of the 
forests will be made, and the 
scientific knowledge and skill called 
upon in their administration. 

“Just before the close of the last 
administration extensive additions wre 
maie to the forest reserves in Cali- 
fornia. As was to have been  ex- 
pected, this aroused considerable op- 
position. This opposition came chiefly 
from the squatters, who have been in 
long possession of ranches up in the 
mountains, and who fondly imagined 
that they were to be allowed to remain 
in undisturbed possession of the 
jand to which they had no legal claim. 

“In every case the settlers who 
have acquired a legal right to the 
land they occupy will] not be interfered 
with. They were visited by a govern- 
ment commission, and asked what they 
thought of the project of increasing 
the government reservations and in- 
cluding in them the part of the moun- 
tains in which they live. Almost unan- 
imously the people who had a legal 
title to their land were in favor of 
increasing the reservations. They like 
the idea because they know it will 
protect the forests from the _ sheep- 
men.” 

The Sierra Club has for its president 
the famous mountaineer and natural- 
ist, John Muir. His home is in Mar- 
tinez. The vice-president is Warren 
Olney of San Francisco. Elliott Mc-

ROARD OF HEALTH. 


Health Officer Goes After the Scalp 
of an Inspector. 

The Roard of Health met last night 
in the Mayor's offfe. Drs. Salisbury, 
Colburn and Moore were the only 
members presént. County Veterinary 
Morrison was also in attendance. 

The petition of Sam Pulaski et al., 
that steps be taken to abate the nui- 
garice existing on Nintl# street be- 
tween Clive sireet and Grand avenue, 
was referred to the Health Officer to 
make the suilable recommendation. 

Certificates tu practice medicine were 


ordered issued to G. W. Shores and 
Edward W. Witten. 
Meat and Milk Inspector Dodson 


made a long report on the condition of 
the dairies and slaughter-houses in the 
city. He was” severely criticised by 
Health Officer Powers, who accused 
him of insubordination and a personal 
weakness for County Veterinary Mor- 
rison. Dodson made a full statement 
ot his methcds and practice in quar- 
antining some hogs at the slaugnter- 
houses, and Dr. Morrison corroborated 
his report at some length. This out- 
side evidence aroused Health Officer. 
Powers’s wrath, and flat contradic- 
tions of statement were passed until 
Dr. Morrison so far forgot himself as 
to give the ile direct to Health Officer 
Powers, for which, however, he im- 
mediately apologized. After further at- 
tempts to arrive at some definite un- 
derstanding of the case, the board, out 
of sheer exhaustion, decided to await 
the meeting of all the members. Health 
Officer Powers was more than anxious 
to secure the passage of a resolution 
ealiing for the dismieseal of Meat and 
Milk Inspector Dodson by the Council, 
but the three members of the board 
either jacked courage to act summar- 
ily, or found sufficient ground-in Dod- 
son's statement to warrant more de- 
liberate procedure. The Health Offi- 
cer. however, declared that he would 
rather have no inspector than such a 
contumacious subordinate as Dodson. 
After an hour and a half of the live- 
liest wrangling in the history of the 
health board, the meeting adjourned 
without taking any action. 


COLLECTION OF TAXES 


Proportion Delinquent 
Than Last Year. 

The payment of taxes was below the 
expectations of City Tax and License 
Collector Gist. Only about $9000 was 
collected yesterday, before the office 
closed and the hour when taxes became 
delinquent arrived. About. $25,000 of 
city taxes now remain uncollected, 
which sum is almost three times the 
amount which became delinquent one 
year ago. A penalty of 5 per cent. will 
now be adtied. The delinquent tax list 
will be made up and advertised and 
the sale of property for delinquent taxes 
will be held about July 15. The prop- 
erty which the city will be forced to 
buy in can only be redeemed after that 
date by the payment of the penalty of 
5 per cent., or 10 per cent. after six 
months, and 50 cents for each certifi- 
cate and 50 cents for each lot adver-

Just as the Council was preparing 
to adjourn Councilman Toll suggested 
in his most innocent way that there 
Was a vacancy in the Board of Police 
Commissioners, Which should be filled. 
President Silver at once called the 
matter up, and Councilman Nickell 
nominated Daniel Innes, but the 
words were scarcely out of his mouth, 
before Councilman. Grider moved that 
the matter be postponed until the 
afternoon session. It was evident that 
the “combire’ which ousted Mr. For- 
man had been caught napping, and 
the Republicans took advantage of 
their slowness to act. When the ques- 
tion of postponement was put to the 
Council, Councilman Nickell voted with 
the Republicans, who had quietly won 
Councilman Blanchard back to their 
side. Only three votes were. mustered 
in favor of delay, Councilmen Ashman, 
Grider and Hutchison. 

When the nominations were called 
for Councilman Nickell nominated 
Daniel Innes, and President Silver 
sprung a surprise by nominating T. 
E. Gibbon of the Fourth Ward. When 
the roll was called, much to every 
one’s astonishment, Councilmen fell in 
with the Republicans, and Mr. Gibbon 
was elected by a vote of 6 to 3. Coun- 
cilmen Ashman. Grider and Nickell 
voting for Mr. Innes. ~ 

The Council then “adjourned until, 2 
o'clock p.m. 

Waterworks Question. 

The Water Supply Committee will 
make a report at the Council meeting 
today, and is expected to recommend 
that the City Engineer make an esti- 
mate of the cost of duplicating the 
plant of the City Water Company. If 
by the time that estimate is com- 
pleted, the water company has not 
fixed its selling price, consulting engi- 
neers will probably be employed to 
verify the City Engineer’s estimates 
and to report on the deterioration of 
the company’s plant. The map of the 
property of the City Water Company, 
showing its real estate and distributing 
system. was presented.to the Council, 
yesterday. 


Streets Accepted. 

Street Suverintendent Drain yester- 
day accepted the contract work of 
Ramish & Marsh for the grading of the 
following streets in the Beaudry-avenue 
imvrovement district: Beaudry avenue, 
Figueroa,.

The work 
was pronounced excellent, and involves 
the payment of $40,000. 


Reduced Pay Rolls.

$31,000, making a saving of $4000 a 
month as was the estimate of the Re- 
trenchment Committee, when the num- 
ber of the employés-and their Salaries 
were cut down some weeks ago.

TELEPHONE FRANCHISE 


R. L. HORTON FILES A sUrr 
AGAINST THE CITY COUNCIL,’ 


His Complaint Prays That the City 
Conneit’s Action in the Tele- 


phone Franchise matter be 
Adjudged Irregular and Defec- 
tive. 


A suit was filed yesterday in the 
County Clerk's office by R. L. Horton 
against the city of Los Angeles, the 
City Council of Los Angeles, F. M. 
Nickell, F. L. Baker, Z. D. Mathuss, 
Herman Silver, C. M. Toll, I. M. Grider, 
James Ashman, E. L. Hutchison and 
E. L.. Blanchard, as members of the 
City Council. 

The statements in the complaint filed 
by Horton are substantially as follows: 
On February 23, of this year the Home 
Telephone Company filed a_ petition 
with the City Council making applica- 
tion for a franchise for the construc- 
tion and maintenance of a telephone 
system and telephone line in this city. 
On March 30, the Council adopted an 
ordinance which, Horton alleges, was 
in the main prepared and presented by 
the Home Telephone Company. On the 
same day the Council, for the purpose 
of complying with the application, made 
and carried a motion which purported 
to provide for the submission for sale 
of the franchise to public competition, 
by publishing an advertisement of the 
sale thereof. 

The publication of the notice of sale 
is declared defective and insufficient 
in this: That it was not published for 
ten consecutive days, as required by the 
provisions of an act of the State Leg- 
islature approved March 23, 1893; and 
that it did not contain a statement that 
it is the intention of the Council to 
grant the franchise, and also fails to 
state that the same will be granted to 
the highest bidder therefor, as required 


Many other technical grounds are al- 
leged, and the plaintiff threatens ‘“ex- 
pensive and vexatious litigation” 
should the franchise be sold. 
.Horton prays that it be adjudged and 
decreed that the proceedings of the 
Council are irregular and defective, 
and in violation of the provisions of 
the act of the Legislature, approved 
March 23, 1893; that the city and Coun- 
cil be restrained and enjoined from 
taking any further proceedings under 
and pursuant to the application, motion 
and notice of sale from receiving bids 
for the sale of the franchise, and from 
— or attempting to sell the fran- 
chise. 


The complaint taken before

der that the city and Council appear 
in Department Four of the Superior 
Court this morning at 10 o'clock, and 
show cause why the injunction should 
not be issued as prayed for. 

City Attorney Dunn was >articularly 
careful to have the matter come up 
this morning, for the reason that the 
new Mead law goes into effect tomor- 
row. Should the matter not be settled 
today a readvertisement for bids on 
the franchise would be necessary. 


PROSPECTIVE WEALTH. 


One of J. B. MeCullagh’s Heirs in 
Court. 

The case of Charles H. Young against 
his wife, Mrs. Lulu Young came up 
before Judge Van Dyke in Department 
Four yesterday on a motion on the 
part of the defendant that she be al- 
lowed attorney’s fées and alimony 
pending the disposition of the case. 

The suit was brought by Young to 
procure a decree of divorce on the 
ground of desertian and abandonment. 
The custody of their only living child, 
Lulu Mazie Young, aged 13, was also 
prayed for in his complaint. Mrs. 
Young filed a cross-complaint, | which 
contained the following allegations: 

Young is afflicted with tuberculosis, 
and is a hard drinker, being frequently 
intoxicated. On account of both of 
these facts, he is morose and hard to 
get along with. 

Cruelty, failure to provide and de- 
Sgrtion are also alleged in the cross- 
complaint, and the custody of the child 
is prayed for. Mrs. Young alleges that 
her husband is one of the heirs of J. 
B. McCullagh of St. Louis, who re- 
cently died intestate, leaving an estate 
valued at $1,000,000. His portion of the 
estate, she says, is a one-thirteenth in- 
terest, worth about $76,000. She also 
says he has threatened to so dispose of 
what he gets from the estate as to keep 
it from his wife and child. Judge Van 
Dyke granted Mrs. Young $50 for attor- 
ney's fees, but refused to grant any 
alimony at the present time, 


SUSSKIND VS. 


The ex-Sherif Must Produce 
_- Jewelry or Pay for It. 
Superior Judge M. T.. Allen handed 

down an opinion yesterday in the case 
of Henry Susskind against J. C. Cline, 
as Sheriff of Los Angeles county, and 
A. Il. Hall, intervenor, deciding the 
case in favor of the plaintiff. This suit 
has been in the courts for a long time. ’ 
It was tried once: before in the Supe- 
rior Court of this county, and a de- 
cision rendered in Cline’s favor. On 
the appeal to the Supreme Court, that 
body reversed the decision of the lower 
tribunal, and remanded the case for 
trial. It was heard by Judge Allen in 
Department Six recently, several days 
being taken up by the trial and argu- 
ments of counsel. 

The suit was an action for the re- 
covery of a stock of jewelry at No. 125 
South Spring street, in Los Angeles, al- 
leged to be of the value of $25,000, and 
for judgment for such amount in case 
delivery was not to be had. Cline de- 
nied the ownership of Susskind in such 
stock of jewelry; denied that he un- 
lawfully withheld possession: alleges 
that he.took possession of the prop- 
erty by virtue of a writ of attach- 
ment issued to him as the Sheriff of the 
county, in an action brought by M. 
Wunsch et al., plaintiffs, against Mrs. 
L. M. Wagner, defendant, and that Mrs. 
L. M. Wagner was the’‘owner of the 
property. A. I. Hall, by leave of the 
court, Was permitted to intervene in 
the action, and filed his complaint in 
intervention, in which he alleges that 
he was the duly qualified and acting 
assignee of Mrs. L. M. Wagner, an in- 
solvent; that he took possession of all 
of the estate of Mrs. Wagner that he 
could find, settled the estate, and was 
discharged as assignee; that Susskind, 
before such discharge, conspired with 
J. B. Wagner, the husband of Mrs, L. 
M. Wagner, to secrete a portion of the 
insolvent’s estate; that Susskind re- 
ceived and tock possession of the prop- 
erty, knowing that it was part of the 
insolvent’s estate, and that the stock 
attached by the Sheriff was a part of 
Mrs. Wagner's estate, concealed and 
witheld from the assignee; also that 
upon the application of the intervenor, 
his discharge as assignee was vacated, 
and he demanded judgment for the 
possession of the property in the hands 
of the Sheriff as assignee of the insol- 
vent estate. , 

Judge Allen says, in his opinion: 

“The questions presented in this case 
are of fact only. The law of the case 
has been established by the Supreme 
Court on the former appeal. Neither 
Cline nor Hal! has introduced any tes- 
timony worthy of belief tending to 
show that the purchase by fEusskind 
from the assignee of Mrs. Wagner. in 
the first instance, Was irregular in any 
respect. A conspiracy was formed be- 
tween Wunsch and Wagner, by which 
Wagner was to take out of the stock of

goods an amount eufficient to satisfy | 


the claims of San Francisco creditors. 


And, in an interview with Wunsch 
and Hall, another creditor, after the 
insolvency, he represented to them that 
he had taken out ‘plenty,’ presumably 
‘plenty’ under this arrangement. 
“Mrs Wagner went into insolvency, 
Wunsch, representing the California 
creditors, and Hall, the assignee, father 
of one of the other creditors, superin- 
tended the inventory of the insolvent 
stock. Wunsch avowed his ‘ntention 
to have the stock so-.inventoried that 
the eastern creditors would get noth- 
ing, and Hall, the assignee, relieved 
Bannister from work as an appraiser 
because he was appraising the goods 
at a fair value. With this motive in 
view, it is demonstrated that the in- 
solvent stock, worth from eighteen to 
twenty thousand dollars, a part of 


diamond goods worth from 


six to eight thousand dollars, was ap- 
praised at less than ten thousand dol- 
lars and sold to Susskind for a little 
over seven. > 
Wagner, Wunsch becoming distrustful 
of Wagner, and a demand was made 
upon Wagner, through Hall, to ship 
the embezzled goods to San Francisco, 
with a promise to return them by 
piecemeal, so they could be run off 
without knowledge of other creditors. 
Whether Wagner acceded to this prop- 
osition is not shown, unless the denial 
of Wunsch and Hall be credited. * 

“There is an effort, upon the part of 
intervenor Hall to show by Wunsch 
and himself, and a man by the name 
of Reed, that the stock of diamonds 
seized in this action was in excess of 
those purchased by Susskind, and sub- 
sequently acquired by him. Were the 
court even inclined to give credit to 
these men, in view of their admitted 
irregularities with Wagner, they have 
signally failed to establish this claim, 
or to locate, in Susskind’s stock, dia- 
monds unaccounted for. Bannister, 
who knows more about this stock than 
any other witness, and who enjoys a 
very happy distinction of being an 
honest man, testifies that the original 
stock purchased by Susskind contained 
$6000 or $8000 worth of valuable dia- 
monds, and that the original inventory 
was so loosely Managed that valuable 
diamonds were. found among cheap 
grades of goods, having been either 
overlooked in the appraisement, or pur- 
posely omitted, in furtherance of the 
intention on the part of Wunsch and 
others to defraud eastern creditors.” 

The court analyses the testimony and 
finds what portions of the stock belong 
to the parties in the case, and gays, in 
conclusion: 

“It is to be hoped, for the good name 
of the merchants of California, that 
the rascality and crookédness estab- 
lished in this matter is without. paral- 
lel. If the court has erred in its con- 
clusions, it is due to the difficulty of 
sifting out, from the mass of false 
statements and false. appralsements, 
the truth. 

“An order and judgment in this case 
will therefore be entered, for the return 
to Susskind of all of the property seized 
by the Sheriff on execution in. this 
matter, other than the gold watches 
and diamond pendant, and, if. they are 
not returned, judgment for the amount 
of $16,415, their value, and a like judg- 
ment in favor of the: intervenor, ror 
the return of the gold watches and 
diamond pendant, and upon default of 
such delivery, a judgment for the 
amount of $3585, their value.” 


TO RESTRAIN THE COUNCIL. 


William H Allen, Jr., Asks For an 
Injunction. 

A suit was filed yesterday by Wil- 
liam H. Allen, Jr., against the city of 
Los Angeles, the City Council and the 
several members thereof to obtain an 
order of the court restraining the Coun- 
cil from taking any further action in 
the electric lighting franchise matter 
until the case now in court shall be de- 
cided. 

The complaint in the action contains 
the following statements: On August 
24, 1896, C. E. de Camp filed with the 
Council an application for a franchise 
to erect poles, string wires, construct 
conduits, etc., for the transmission of 
electric energy in this city. Allen, 
through William M. Garland, his duly 
authorized agent, filed a bid of $2157 for 
the franchise, accompanied by a cer- 
tified check for $100. The money was 
furnished by Allen, and he and Garland 
agreed that if they procured the fran- 
chise on the bid, it was to be Allen's 
property. 

Four bids were filed. Those beside 
Allen’s were C. E. de Camp, $350; Wil- 
liam R. Staats, $1167, and Fred A. 
Walton, $1025. On October 27, 1896, Gar- 
land wrote a_letter to City Clerk Luck- 
enbach in which he stated that his bid 
for the franchise had been made as an 
agent for Allen. Garland’ was awarded 
the franchise, but the Council now re- 
fuse to grant it to him or accept the 
amount of his bid. On.March 22, of this 
year Allen filed a netition for an alter- 
native writ ef mandate directing the 
Council to accept the money and 
award the franchise to him. An order 
to show cause was issued on the peti- 
tion and the matter is still in the 
courts. 

On Apirl 5 the Council advertised for 
new bids for the franchise, and that 
action was the cause of yesterday's 
action on the pnart of Allen. He filed 
his suit to ston all proceedings in the 
franchise matter until the case was de- 
termined finally in court. 


TROUBLE OVER MARKHAM, 
A Forty Dollar Horse the Bone of 
Contention in a Suit. 

Much ill feeling was displayed yes- 
terday by some of the witnesses in the 
case of George A. Tappan against Jo- 
seph B. Rogers, an action brought by 
a complaint on claim and delivery. The 
case was tried before Judge Walter 
Van Dyke in Department Four. 

Rogers owned a four-year-old horse 
named Markham, and Tappan and his 
wife claim that they bought it of Rogers 
for $40, paying $10 cash. The Tappans 
claim further that Rogers is indebted 
to them for a considerable sum for two 
years board, lodging.and washing. Tap- 
pan had Rogers arrested on a charge 
of grand larceny, but the case was dis- 
missed by Justice of the Peace Sex- 
ton on motion of Deputy District At- 
torney Frank R. Willis. 

Rogers alleges that he never sold the 
horse to the Tappans, and admits that 
he took it from their premises and 
still has it in his possession. When on 
the witness stand yesterday Tappan 
caused those in the courtroom consider- 
able merriment by stating that Willis 
dismissed the case against Rogers 
after a scheme to that effect had been 
fixed’ up between Willis and Rogers’s 
attorney. 

When Rogers took the witness stand 
he also created much amusement by his 
flat contradiction of Justice Sexton's 
testimony in regard to what the evi- 
dence was in the preliminary examina- 
tion, before the motion of Willis to dis- 
miss the case. As the examinatidn was 
held before Justice Sexton, Rogers's 
contradiction of his statements caused 
even the judge to smile. The case was 
submitted and taken under advise- 
ment by the court. 


THREE DIVORCE CASES. 


Domestic Troubles Given an Airing 
in the Courts. 

In the case of C. S. Howard against 
Mrs. Eleanor Howard, the latter made 
a motion yesterday, through her attor- 
ney, asking that she be awarded at- 
torney’s fees and costs of suit. The 
matter came up for hearing in Depart- 
ment Five, and Judge Shaw took the 
case under advisement. In 1893 Mrs. 
Howard sued for a decree of divorce 
on the ground of cruelty, but Howard 
compromised the matter by agreeing 
to give her $300 per year, and the case 
was dismissed. In last March Howard 
sued for a decree on the ground of de- 


sertion. He admitted yesterday on the 
witness stand that he has an income of 
$2200 a year.

Sargent was 
convicted of forgery in San Francisco 
in 1896. and sentenced to one year’s im- 
prisonment in San Quentin.

William Stoermer was brought before 
Judge Allen in Department Six yester- 
day to show why he did not keep up 
the alimony he Wes ordered to pay to 
his divorced wife, Maggie Stoermer. 
Stoermer is a fireman, and as he 
pleaded hard times, Judge Allen 
gkranted the request of the attorneys for 
each side that they be allowed to patch 


oo the difficulties of the Stoermer fam- 
ly.

Wherever the order is established 
throughout the world, the emblem is 
the flag of the country where the groves 
are located, hence, although there are 
many German, French and Italian 
groves in the United States, no other 
flag than “Old Glory” is allowed in their 
groves or halls. The mottoes of the or- 
der are “Unity, Peace and Concord,” 
and the degrees those of ‘Novit,” 
“Baird” and “Druidic.” The California 
Grand Grove for 1897 will meet at Pet- 
aluma June 15. 

At the reception to the Grand Noble 
Arch and Grand Secretary last evening, 
the guests of honor were escorted into 
the hall by the Past Arches of the lo- 
cal groves and the assemblage greeted 
them with the grand honors. The prin- 
cipal event of the evening was the in- 
stallation of officers by Grand Noble 
Afch Devoto, with D.D.G.N.A. Fal- 
lande as Grand Marshal.

sidered that, owing to the decreased 


value of silver, the production of that 
metal has fallen off materially of late.

SPECULATION IN APPLES. Ac- 
cording to the California Fruit Grower, 
apple sales have recently been made in 
the Pajaro Valley at prices in advance 
of any given during the early part of 
the buying season. A sale of the fruit 
of a young orchard was lately made at 
1 cent per pound, and other sales have 
been made that wert as as $150 
per acre—and the trees only at the 
time in blossom. The purchaser in such 
a case runs all the chances on frost, 
rains. winds and excessive heat, to say 


nothing of probable large crops else- 
where. 

The Californit Fruit Grower is re- 
liably informed that the crops of an 
orchard on the McCarty place, of about 
twenty acres, have been sold for five 
years for the sum of $7500, $4000 of 


which was cash down at the time the 
contract was entered into. This or- 
chard only came into bearing last year, 
and the purchaser can only hope to get 


a profit on their investment in the 
fourth and fifth years. Futures in 
wheat may be anywhere from a month 
to six months ahead of cash wheat, 
seldom more than the half year, but in 


this State futures in apples are dealt 
in that cover five years, and more than 
half the total consideration is cash in 
hand at the time the deal is made. 

Commenting editorially upon this re- 
markable speculation the Fruit Grower 
says: 

“Under the heading, ‘Apples Selling 
as Futures,’ which will be found in 
another column of this number, are 
given a few very brief details of the 
sale of Pajaro Valley apples for .future 
delivery. The wheat and corn pits in 
the Chicago Board of Trade and_ the 
Stock Exchange in New York City are 
generally looked upon as centers for 
risky trading, but operations in those 
places are tame as compared with the 
deals effected in some classes of Cali- 
fornia fruits. Stocks of wheat, corn 
and pork, and railroad and industrial 
etocks are to a large extent a definitely 
known quantity. The factor of con- 
sumption is also tolerably well under- 
stood, and futures are sold varying 
from thirty days to six months, with 
only a small margin up. 

“The apple gamble in this State has 
no such favorable circumstances to 
surround it. A speculator comes along; 
he looks over say, a twenty-acre or- 
chard and makes a purchase of five 
successive crops from the owner, pay- 
ing down in cash at least half the total 
consideration. This is done when the 
trees from which are expected those five

crops are in blossom. If one takes into 
consideration the chances the buyer 
assumes in the way of frosts, rains, 
winds, excessive heat, insects and pos- 
sible large crops elsewhere, it will be 
admitted that the California apple 
speculator must be a man of nerve 
compared with whom the Chicago or 
New York bear or bull is but a Week, 
ling. The risks of loss spoken of are 
possibilities, every one of them, but it 
may be said that in certain favored 
valleys, of which the Pajaro is one, the 
five first mentioned are reduced by 
nature to a minimum.” 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 


CHEAPER ALUMINUM. The fact 
has been recognized among. metal 
workers that the sole obstacle to the 
wider use of aluminum was its high 
cost as compared with other useful 
metals. Therefore it will be good news 
to learn through United States Consul 
Germain, at Zurich, that in a short 
time, probalby within a year, the price 
of this metal will fall to about 27 
cents per pound, so that but four com- 
mercial metals will be cheaper than 
aluminum, namely, copper, iron, lead 
and zine. The Consul bases this state- 
ment upon the figures he had collected, 
showing the production of aluminum 
and the prospective increase of the 
plants. Last year the output was H4,- 
740 pounds daily, of which 4193 pounds 
daily were produced in the United 
States. This year the plants will be 
increased to bring the daily product up 
to 42,460 pounds. 


ARTIFICIAL DIAMONDS. It is 
known that for eome time past arti- 
ficial diamonds have been manufac- 
tured in Europe, but hithetor they have 
been of very small size.

NEW YORK, May 10.—The market for 
stocks today showed signs of decided strength 
throughout, though the dealings continued 
dull, and prices advanced very cautiously in 
spite of improved prices for Americans in 
London. This was supplemented by some 
smal! buying for London account in this mar- 
ket later in the day. The excellent crop re- 
ports from the Northwest and the improved 
earnings, both thse reported and those ru- 
mored for the immediate future, gave an im- 
petus to the buying of railroad properties in 
that region. The Grangers and Northern Pa- 
cific received the most noticable benefit from 
this. The exchange situation and the result- 
ing or accompanying gold movement continue 
to mystify dealers in stocks and are an ele- 
Further ship- 
ments of gold are confidently predicted this 
week, with demand sterling exchange ranging 
from 4.87% to 4.87%. As an evidence that 
the gold shipments are certainly the result 
of obliteration of the tremendous trade 
ance in our favor, heretofore established dur- 
ing the fiscal year, the large figure of last 
week's imports at New York, exceeding $19,- 
000,000, are pointed to as conclusive by those 
who seek to deprecate the idea that any spe- 
cial demand for gold abroad is responsible for 
the outgo. But exports of gold at prevailing 
rates of exchange leave unexplained the fact 
that on the Saturday previous to the first 
gold shipments demands in sterling ruled 
about 4.88@4.88%, after having been at 4.88% 
and upward on the previous Monday, and 4.87 
@4.87% the preceding day, without including 
shipments of gold. In fact, the exchange 
houses had determined that there was no ade- 
quate profit for the million gold shipment 
under a rate of 4.88% for demand sterling. 
The fact remains that further shipments are 
looked for, and that fact has a sentimental 
restraint on the buying of stocks. The mar- 
ket closed quiet, but firm. Trading in bonds 
was attended with considerable animation, 
but prices of the leading issues ranged nar- 
rowly.

CHICAGO, May 10.—There was no change 
worth speaking of in the price of wheat 
when trading commenced. It was rather in- 
clined to go lower for a matter of thirty min- 
utes, and for that length of time also busincss 
was very dull. When the figures relating to 
the visible supply began to indicate a heavy 
decrease, the market began to harden in an- 
ticipation of such a result, and calmed down 
again after it was realteed the full. July 
opened at 724%. with sales almost immediately 
at 72%, Saturday's closing price. It sold-soon 
after the opening at 714,@72, and then com- 
menced an advance which continued until 73% 
was paid. One of the reasons for the opening 
uneasiness was the slight response of Liver- 
pool to Saturday's local advance. The weather 
all through the wheat belt was very favor- 
able, and receipts at Minneapolis and Duluth 
weré liberal, 419 cars, against 535 last week 
and 379 on the corresponding day of the year 
before. The pending government report 
tended to restrict trade for awhile, but it be- 
came almost certain as the session progressed 
that the report would favor the bulls and this 
belief greatly strengthened the market. Real- 
izing on every bulge, however, made ita de- 
cidedly nervous market toward the latter end 
of the session. The visible finally showed 
2,500,000 bushels decrease, or 1,000,000 more 
than a year ago. The price reacted from 73% 
to 7254 @72% and then rose again higher than 
on the first bulge, reaching 73% before the 
advance enticed sellers enough to knock it 
down again. They knocked it hard when they 
did start, July getting down to 72&% bid by 
closing time. Corn ws almost lifeless. The 
firmness which might naturally have been 
expected from the strength in wheat was off- 
set somewhat by the fine weather and the 
favorable outlook for the planting. Oats were 
fairly active and somewhat higher, the feature 
of the market being free buying by elevator 
people. That was responsible for the ad- 
vance. The fin e weather was a bearish fea- 
ture with the more deferred deliveries. Pro- 
visions, with all their dullness, were steady, 
except for lard, the decline in that staple be- 
ing due more to utter absence of buyers than 
to liberal offerings. The market was helped 
by the firmness of wheat, but liberal hog re- 
ceipts prevented any advance.

Wheat Grade Changed. 


CHICAGO, May 10.—By a vote of 488 to 
436 the Chicago Board of Trade today voted 
to discontinue the use of No. 2 spring wheat 
as the contract grade, thus placing this 
market on an equal footing with other big 
grain centers of the country.

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LIGHTING PROPOSITION, 


The Council Will Confer with Mr. 
Gibbon on the Terminal Fran- 
chise—Permit for Hotel Green 
Arcade — Scientific Expedition. 
Visit of the Railway Conductors. 


PASADENA, May 10.—({Regular Cor- 
respondence.] In behalf of the Reorgan- 
ization Committee of the Pasadena and 
Los Angeles Electric Railw#y, A. R. 
Metcalfe appeared before the City 
Council this afternoon and withdrew 
the offer to give to the city free light- 
ing of the public streets and buildings. 
Mr. Metcalfe said that prior to the 
conference held last Thursday morn- 


were under the impression that every 
Trustee approved of the ‘proposition, 
and that it was mutually understood 
that the committee’s offer was to be 
secured by the deposit with a Trustee 
of the stock of the electric road only 
until such time as the stock of the elec- 
tric-lighting company should be depos- 
ited with the Trustees, and that the 
stock of the road should then be re- 
leased. But at Thursday’s conference 
the City Trustees had demanded that 
the stock of the electric road should be 
deposited as security for the contin« 
uance of the proposed rates of fare, 
and had refused to accept the com- 
pany’s contract as such security. To 
this demand the committee could not 
accede. 
Mr. Metcalfe said that the men:bers" 
of the Reorganization Committee had 
every confidence in the integrity and 
honesty of every member of the City 
Council, and if in the future it should 
appear that the Trustees had made a 
mistake, all that could or would be 
said would be that they had _ erred 
from an overabundance of caution. © 
Mr. Metcalfe’s statement was re- 
ceived by the Trustees without com- 


ment. 

T. E. Gibbon, who was present, then 
asked that a time be set for a confer- 
ence of the Trustees with himself rela- 
tive to the Terminal’s application for 
a franchise. It was agreed that the 
meeting should be held next Wednes- 
day at 9 a.m. 

J. S. Torrance, acting as agent for 
Col. G. G. Green, presented a petition 
signed by the owners of nearly four 
thousand feet of frontage cn Raymond 
avenue, between Colorado sireet and 
Bellevue Drive, asking the Council to 
grant Col. Green's request for permis- 
siodn to build an arcade across Ray- 
mond avenue, connecting the second 
stories of Hotel Green and the pro- 
posed annex. Col. Green's petition was 
also presented. It specified that the 
arcade should not be more than twelve 


that the bottom should be at least 
nineteen feet in the clear above the 
level of the street. The Trustees unran- 
imously voted that the permit be 
granted. 

Marshal Lacey’s report for the month 
of April showed five arrests for city 
offenses, two of them for drunkenness 
and three for violation of the hitching 
ordinance. The fines imposed amounted 
to $24.50. Nine county arrests were 
made, the fines amounting to $40. The 
Marshal also reported that he had ap- 
pointed Gus Bayer as policeman dur- 
ing the temporary absence of Officer 
Ww. .

THE STREET-CAR FRANCHISE, 


Mr. Gibbon’s Answer to The Times 
Correspondent and Mr. Rossiter.

your Pasadena correspondent, and Mr. Ros- 
sitér, in communications appearing in your 
paper of today, of indulging in misrepresen- 
tations in my communication to The Times 
pf the 9th respecting the Pasadena franchise 
matter, I trust you will permit me to answer 
these gentlemen. The charge of misrepre- 
sentation, when made respecting the state- 
ment of a business matter by a business man 
who pretends to some acquaintance with the 
subject about which he its writing, is rather 

& grave one, and the person against whom it 

is made should be able to answer it or make 

ap his mind to forfeit the confidence of those 


Your correspondent’s firse accusation is that 
the claim of the Terminal Company that it 
tan shorten the running time of electric cars 
between the business centers of Pasadena and 


than the time 


that the Pasadena and Los Angeles Company 
can make is erroneous. 

In his calculations upon this matter he per- 
suades himself that the best that the Ter- 
minal can do in-that behalf is a running time 
of forty-eight minutes, while the Pasadena 
and Pacific he says now makes it in thirty-six 
minutes, which he says will be reduced to 
thirty minutes when what he calls the ““Macy- 
street cut-off” is finished. 

Here is a statement of the conditions under 
which the two roads will operate. The pres- 
ent electric road operates for its whole length 
along public highways which it uses in com- 
mon. with all of the public, and this common 
use forbids a high rate of speed on account of 
the danger to travélers by foot and vehicle, 
and this handicap will increase as the popula- 
tion increases and the highways are used by 
greater numbers. 

It is operated through ‘alf of its length and 
breadth, save from the Arroyo Seco to the 
Los Angeles line—about a mile—under fran- 
chises which require it to stop to take on and 
let off single passengers the same as any Or- 
dinary street railway. Your correspondent 
told me that he was iaformed that each car 
of this line now averages fifty stops between 
the termini in the two cities. This occasion 
for delay will increase enormously with the 
rapid settling up of the country along its line 
between the two cities. 

Its track being along highways, is poorly 
ballasted—or not at all—and being built upon 
ordinary road grades, sometimes as steep as 
8 per cent., and of light rails, its construction 
is not favorable to attaining more than a mod- 
erate rate of speed. 

The much-talked-of Macy-street cut-off 
which is to reduce the time so much, is in 
fact no cut-off at all, but is a somewhat 
longer route to the business center of Los An- 
geles than is the present route of entry over 
Buena Vista street, as your correspondent 
would have learned had he obtained his in- 
formation at first hand by congulting a map, 
instead of relying on the statements of inter- 
ested parties, as he probably did. Besides its 
additiong! length, it has the further disadvan- 
tage for quick transit of being through a part 
of the city poorly supplied with street-car 
facilities, and the through cars will therefore 
be compelled to do a considerable way busi- 
ness, which on the line at present used in 
common by the Pasadena company and the 
Los Angeles company in this city is done by 
the cars of the latter company. Indeed, I 
know that when the Pasadena company 
projected this Macy-street cut-off it figured 
on being considerably benefited by the in- 
creased way business of the new line. The 
foregoing are the factors that will make 
against rapid transit on the present electric 
line, and they are factors whose influence will 
continue to increase with every new home lo- 
cated in the territory tributary to that line. 

The Terminal, on the contrary, offers an 
electric line between the business centers of 
the two cities which, save for four and a half 
blocks in Pasadena and the short distance be- 
tween a convenient point on its own line in 
Los Angeles and the Business center of that 
city, will run over its own private right-of- 
way, where there will be absolutely no limita- 
tions as to speed save the power of the motors. 

It will run its cars over a track constructed 
of heavy steel rails, ballasted for steam traffic, 
and with steam operating grades of 2 per cent. 

It will run under its steam franchises for 
more than ‘eight miles of its line, where it will 
be required to make only five stops for pas- 
sengers at its regular stations, in place of the 
countless wayside stops required of the Pasa- 
dena line in the same distance, and which 
are destined to enormously increase in the 
near future by the rapid increase in popula- 
tion of the country. As the Terminal will 
depend upon superior speed to rival the pres- 
ent line, it will naturally use to the utmost 
the advantages at its command to attain this. 

The foregoing is a fair satement of the con- 
ditions making for and against rapid transit 


which.affect the two lines at present, and will’ 


probably control them in the future. They are 
conditions open to be seen by any one familiar 
with the two properties. I leave it to the 
unprejudiced reader to judge between the 
Times correspondent and myself as to whose 
caleulations as to the probable running time 
of the two lines is correct. 

I may say here that the correspondent is in 
error when he says that the time of the elec- 
tric cars on First street between Spring street 
and the Santa Fé depot is ten minutes. Hav- 
ing to make almost daily trips over that line 
to the Terminal depot, I can tell him that the 
regular time on those cars from Spring street 
to the Terminal depot is seven minutes, in 
place of twelve minutes, as he puts it. A 
mistake of five minutes out of twelve in the 
running time of a road already in operation 
would indicate a capacity for making a much 
greater error in calculating the time for the 
distance between Los Angeles and Pasadena. 

The correspondent further states that J mis- 
represented both the cost of construction of 
the -Pasadena and Los Angeles property and 
the price at which its’ bonds were sold. The 
cost he puts at $650,000, and he says the bonds 
sold at 80 to 95 cents. Of course these are 
matters about which we might make asser- 
tion and counter assertion’ until doomsday 
without changing our own or others’ opinions. 
I might, for example, say that in my opinion 
any one who could be made to believe that 
the property of that company represents the 
honest expenditure of the sum stated must be 


endowed with a capacity for absorbing state-~ 


ments that would have marked him as a treas- 
ure .for Munchausen had they been contem- 
poraries. 

I might say the same with reference to a 
credulity which would believe that, of an issue 
of $350,000 6 per cent. bonds, on such a prop- 
erty as that of the Pasadena and Los Angeles 
company, representing little or no expenditure 
under capital stock, a purchaser could be 
found who would give 95 cents on the dollar 
for one of them. But these statements would, 
as I say, prove nothing. I have two proposi- 
tions to make which, if accepted and acted 
upon, may produce proofs as to who has mis- 
represented. I am now asking for my com- 
pany a franchise in Pasadena, and the request 
seems to be worrying the gentlemen from 
whom the correspondent doubtless got his in- 
formation upon the two matters under. dis- 
cussion. If he will get these gentlemen to 
give him for publication an accurate schedule 
of all the property of their company, includ- 
ing miles of track, ties, rails, poles, wires, 
power-house, cars, and every article going to 
make up that company’s plant, with a state- 
ment of what was second-hand when acquired, 
and if I cannot prove by the bids of respon- 
sible contractors, electric material and ma- 
chinery firms and car manufacturers that for 
$650,000 the whole plant can be constructed 
and purchased twice over with $150,000 to 
spare, then I will withdraw my application 
for a franchise from the Pasadena Board of 
Trustees and abandon the idea of going into 
that city with an electric road. 

My information as to the price at which the 
company’s bonds were sold came from a num- 
ber of sources—largely from a-gentieman of 
means, a resident of Pasadena, who has some 
interest in the bonds, but whose local patriot- 
ism is strong enough to make him none the 
less an opponent of the effort to monopolize 
the public utility which he regards as most 
important to the future progress of his city. 
He stated to me that he had been told by a 
high official of the Pasadena and Los Angeles 
company that of the $350,000 issue of bonds of" 
that company, $200,000 had gone for $100,000 in 
cash received by the company. This is a mat- 
ter, however, that can be settled by the same 
parties who have the proof of the other propo- 
sition in their hands, 

The books of the company should, and no 
doubt do, show for what consideration the 
company parted with its securities. An im- 
partial expert ought to be able to settle this 
matter of misrepresentation very quickly after 
he has access to the records. 

Until some such evidence is offered I shall 
continue to rely upon my Own sources of in- 
formation, especially as I am sustained by the 
fact that the property of the company does 
not represent one-half the sum of its present 
floating debt as given by Mr. Dewey in his 
interview added to the sum that would have 
been realized by the sale of its bonds at the 
figures quoted by the correspondent.

Los Angeles Turnverein Captures 
One of the Prizes at St. Louis. 

About a week ago the Germania 
Turnverein of this city sent fourteen 
of their active members, together with 
the teacher of the turnyerein, Carl 
Ross, to participate in the quadrennial 
Bundes Turnfest now being held in St.

POMONA. 
Deciduous Fruit Crops itn a Very 
Condition. 
POMONA, May 10.—[Recular Corre- 
spondence.] Some weeks ago there was 
a frost which at the time was duly 
noted by the papers. At that time this 
correspondence contained a review of 
the fruit situation as it then appeared. 
It Was stated that the only crops which 
appeared to be injured were apricots 
and walnuts, which had been consider- 
ably damaged. It now appears that of 
apricots there will be about a half crop 
and of walnuts less than that. But un- 
fortunately that is not the whole of the 
story. Following the.frost the prune 
trees blossomed very freely, and or- 
chardists were confident that they were 
to have a good crop. They were disap- 
pointed, however, as within the past 
two weeks they have been dropping 
from the trees, and today there is not 
to exceed a tenth of a crop on all the 
trees of this section. There are acres 
of orchards on which scarcely a prune 
can be found. They had reached the 
size of a pea when they began drop- 
ping, and it can be fairly stated that 
the crop ts an entire loss. It is believed 
that this is a direct result of the frost, 
the buds having vitality enough to 
break into bloom after the frost, but 
not sufficient to mature the fruit. What 
is not of so much importance, owing to 
the small number of trees, is the fact 
that the apple and nectarine trees are 
in the same condition as the prunes. 
Peaches alone of the deciduous fruits, 
seem to have come out of the cold spell 
unscathed. Olives were never before so 
heavily laden with blossoms as this 
season, and the dependence of this sec- 
tion of the State will rest on oranges, 
lemons, peaches, olives and to a limited 
extent on apricots this year. The re- 
sult is that this section will be very 
spotted as regards returns from the 
fruit crop.

Board of Education Held an Amica- 
ble Meeting. 


The meeting of the Board of Educa- 
tion last night was the shortest on rec- 
ord, and was remarkable chiefly for a 
lack of strife of any kind. Only once 
was peace threatened. Mr. Brady in- 
troduced 2 bill of $22.90 for trees, and 
moved for its payment. He explained 
that the trees were ordered by him, 
received by him, and had been planted 
in the yard of the Fifth Ward school. 
Mr. Webb, as chairman of the Purchas- 
ing Committee, objected to the payment 
of the bill, on the- ground that Mr. 
Brady should have referred the mat- 
ter to the proper committee, instead of 
arrogating to himself the power of 
making purchases.

Mr. Brady re- 
lapsed into a thoughful mood, and was 
very quiet during the remainder of the 
evening. As he has has gained a con- 
siderable reputation in the past for his 
methodical and systematic manner of 
dealing with the propositions of others, 
he was probably absorbing some of his 
own past advice. 

The report of the Finance Committee 
was read, approving bills in the sum of 
$9120.57. This included a bill for fifteen 
pianos for the various schools, amount- 
ing to $4275, and the bill for school cen- 
6us work amounting to $1345.50. The 
remaining $3500.07 was for incidentals, 
including High School improvements 
and the building of pavilions on va- 
rious school lots. 

A letter from the telephone company 
Was read by the secretary. Consider- 
able complaint has of late been made 
that the teachers in the different 
schools cannot obtain communication 
with the office at such times as the 
School ‘Superintendent should be there. 
The letter very pertinently stated that 
much better service would doubtless 
result if the school teachers were 
taught how to properly use the tele- 
phone. As it is, they fail to hang up 
the receiver and do other things at va- 
riance with telephone laws.
